WasarnaTon, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—It 
seems difficult to ascertain the exact situation 
From statements made at the 
Interior Department today it would seem that 
at one time temporary permission was given 
Campbell to pass through Oklahoma, if not to 
stay there. Secretary Teller said today that 


as to Oklaboma. 


he bad no recollection of ever writing a letter 


to the cattleman Campbell authorizing him to 
invade Oklahoma with his herds. The expla- 
nation of the statement that such a letter was 
written is probably to be found in the fact that 
temporary permission similar to this was once 
given verbally to Campbell. If there was 
a letter on the subject the Interior Department 
clerks are unable to find record of it. June 
29, 1883, Gen. Pope notified Secretary Lincoln 
that Campbell, with 500,000 head of cattle, was 


invading Oklaboma. This letter was referred 


to Secretary Teller. who replied July 10 by a 


letter to Secretary Lincoln stating that Camp- 
bell’s cattle had been peremptorily ordered out 
of the Cheyenne and Arapanoe Reservation, he 
having failed to obtain a lease, and in his 
efforts to remove them to lands to which he 
could acquire a lease he had applied to the In- 
terior Department for permission to pass 
through Oklahoma. The Secretary informed 
him that the department had no objection 
under the circumstances. He was not to stay 
there. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Dawes, from the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, reported favorably a bill to au- 
thorize the Secretary of the Interior to extend 
the time for the payment ot each several an- 
nual instaliment to be paid by settlers on the 
Oma ha and Otoe Indian lands to such time, 
not exceeding one year, as he shall see fit. 

Senator Dawes also reported favorably the 
bill to provide permanent reservations for the 
Indians in Northern Montana. It cohtem- 
plates a reservation near Sweet-Grass Hills and 
Marias River for the Piegan, Blood, and Black- 
feet Indians, and one near the Fort Assina- 
boine military reservation for the Indians of 
tne Fort Belknap Agency. These lands re- 
served are to be held for the benefit of the In- 
dians, and may, whenever Congress so decides, 
be patented to them in severalty. To enable 
the Indians named, as well as those at the Fort 
Peck (Montana) Agency, to become self-sup- 
po provision is made for an annual grant 
of $75,000.to those of each agency. 

The Secretary of the Interior has recom- 
mended to Couxress that about 7,000,000 acres 
of land included in the Blackfeet, Fort Peck, 
and Fort Beiknap Indian Agencies, Mont., be 
restored to the public domain and opened to 
settlement, and that the Indians be paid $75,- 
000 annually at each agency for fifteen years.

Rumored Intention to Place Alex- 
ander Mitchell in Charge of 
the Treasury. 


Possible Representatives of Illinois in 
Cleveland’s Cabinet—The New

Hendricks’ Treacherous Stab at McDonald— 
X. V. Fullers Favorable Opinion 
of Cleveland. 


LOOKING TO THE WEST. 
CLEVELAND SAID TO FAVOR ALEXANDER MITCH- 
ELL FOR THE TREASURY PORTFOLIO. 

AtBany, N. T., Feb. 3.—[Special.|—Cleve- 
land did not have a single visitor of note today, 
but late last night he had a short interview 
with Dr. Anderson of La Orosse, Chairman of 
the Wisconsin State Central Committee. An- 
derson had been East and stopped over a few 
hours to see Cleveland on bebalf of Vilas, but 
went away with a fiea in his var because 
Cleveland seemed more anxious to get infor- 
mation about Alexander Mitchell than 
any body else. Rumors have been flying about 
all day to the effect that as a result of the 
late conferences the President-elect had 
decided to give the Treasury portfolio 
to the West and that he thought favorably of 
the Western financier. There 1s quite a num- 
ber of anti-monopolists on the ground here 
looking after canal legislation, who say that 
they had expected all the time Cleveland would 
take a railroad man into his Cabinet. They 
also point to his neglect to call Thurman into 
his council as an indication of his friendship 
for the railroad interests, which he had in fact 
protected as long as he had held official posi- 
tions. That Anderson was very much troubled 
about Cleveland's sudden interest in Mitchell 
is stated on the authority of the only 
gentieman he associated with during his brief 
stay in Albany. There is also strong reason to 
believe that both Fuller and Judd have been 
sounded about Mitchell during their interview 
with Cleveland. 

ILLINOIS FAVORITS. 

The men marked down as the possible repre- 
sentatives of IIlinois in the Cabinet are Judge 
Trumbull for the State portfolio, Gen. Black 
for the War Department, Springer for the In- 
terior, and Goudy tor Attorney-General. All 
these names were thoroughly canvassed in the 
interviews of Fuller and Judd with Cieveland, 


Lamont, and Apgar. Lamont was, be- 
sides, given points about Charlie 
Russell, Who would like to be 


Postmaster or Collector, and about Charley 

Kern, who wants to be the successor of 

Long Jones. When McGarigie was here to 

present his claims for the latter place he pre- 

sented some very strong backing, but was 
given to understand that he would need the 

indorsement of Lyman Trumbull, John W. 

Doane, and a few others, including John 

Oberly. The latter refused to give his indorse- 

ment until be had looked over the field and 

knew who the other aspirants were. It 1s ru- 

mored that a great number of Illinoisans will 

be in New York to be presented to Cleveland. 
THE NEW YORK visrr. 

The President-elect having discouraged for 
some time past ail visits from the rank and file, 
most of the callers he has received during the 
last two weeks have come by appointment, 
and many who came uninvited found it very 
hard work to get admitted to the Cleveland re- 
treat. But in New York Cleveland will be at 
home for everybody, only reserving a few 
hours for private conferences with distin- 
guished leaders. He has decided finally to live 
at the Victoria Hotel while in New York, but 
has left everybody in doubt about the time of 
his departure. He will start some time tomor- 
row, however, and the secrecy he maintaias is 
possibly due to a desire to escape a public 
demonstration on hia arrival. His stay in New 
York will positively not be extended beyond 
Saturday evening. 

A HUNGRY HORDE OF 
ING THE INDORSEMENT OF THE 
LEGISLATURE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ul., Feb. 3.—[Special.]|—Judge 
Crook of Springfield is circulating a petition re- 
questing the appointment of Walter Trumbull, 
son of Lyman Trumbull, to the Berlin mission. 
It was numerously signed. Andrew Welch of 
Yorkville has secured an almost unanimous 
indorsement from the Democratic Senators 
and Representatives for his appointment as In- 
ternal-Revenue Collector at Aurora. L. B. 
Crocker is the present Collector. 

THE GALESBURG POST-OFFICE. 

GALESBURG, III., Feb. 8.—(Special.] — The 
Democrats are stirred up over a ietter received 
from N. R. Worthington, Congressman of this 
district, in which Mr. Worthington states that 
he will recommend the appointment of M. J.

OFFICESEEKERS SECUR-

MELVILLE W. FULLER. 
HE IS FAVORABLY IMPRESSED BY GOV. CLEVE- 
LAND. 


Melville W. Fuller, in conversation with a re- 
porter of an evening paper, said that his im- 
pressions of Cleveland were very favorable. 
„He seems tobe a level-headed, intelligent. 
sensible man,“ he said. and I think he is more 
practical than ornamental.“ In regard to the 
Cabinet he knew nothing beyond glittering 
generalities. 

“Had your visit anything to do with press- 
ing an Illinois man for the Cabinet?“ 

I did not and do not regard myself as en- 
titled to exert or attempt to exert pressure in 
regard to it.

HENDRICKS’ TREACHERY. 
HIS SELL-OUT OF M DONALD IN FAVOR OF HOL- 
MAN. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—The 
news that Hendricks had shamelesly betrayed 
McDonala by recommending Judge Holman 
for the Cabinet has created a storm of indig- 
nation among McDonald's friends. It is a port 
and parcel, however, of Hendricks’ selling out 
of McDonald in Chicago. It will do Hendricks 
no good to make further lying pretense of 
supporting McDonald, for the proof of his Al- 
bany sell-out is absolute. Mr. Hendricks has 
pot belped his own influence by such acts. He 
may have succeeded by bis policy in getting 
Indiana passed by entirely, but he can never 
get Holmanin. It is also very probable that 
quite early in the new Administration Mr. 
Hendricks will be kindly advised to mind his 
own affairs and to bearin mind that, accord- 
ing to time-honored precedent, the Vice-Presi-

“FIRST OATOH YOUR HARE.” 


Indictments and Capiases Against 
Election Judges Who. Cannot Be 
Found. | 
Only five of the indicted judges of election 

gave bail yesterday, leaving forty-three who 

have so far failed to put in an appearance at 
the Criminal Court Cierk's office. It is under- 
stood that four of the forty-three, including 

Mr. Philip Conley and Ald. Daiton, are sick, 

and have sent satisfactory excuses to the State- 

Attorney. Three others have refused to make 

answer to the indictments because they are 

improperly described, a mistake having been 
made in the spelling of their names. 

Aithbough capiases were issued Monday morn- 
ing they have not been served in any instance. 
It was thought by Mr, Grinnell dnd Sheriff 
Hanchett that if the indicted knew that the 
capiases were out they would give bail at 
once. “In this the Sheriff and the State-At- 
torney were mistaken, and it was determined 
to arrest the delinquents yesterday. But just 
here a new difficulty presented itself. The 
residences of the judges were sought for, and 
it was found that many of them had no local 
habitation. Tneir names could not be found 
in the directory, and the people of the pre- 
cincts where they served could give no infor- 
mation concerning them. Two bailiffs worked 
all day yesterday trying to discover the where- 
abouts of the suspects, and only with partial 
success. Some arrests will be made today, but 
it is quite probable that about 50 per cent of 
the capiases will be returned bearing the legend 
on the back * Not found.”

LAWYER TOM CAMPBELL. 


The Man Who Figured in the Cincin- 
nati Riots Convicted of Un- 
professional Conduct. 


A Light Sentence—Many Charges of 
Crooked Work Preferred Against 
Campbell. 


The Berner and Hoffman Juries—Bulldos- 
ing United States Offloials Mr. Dol- 
lahan's Escape. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The Dis- 
trict Court rendered its decision today in the 
somewhat celebrated Campbell disbarment 
case. The trial, after several continuances, 
was begun Nov. 20. Six weeks were occupied 
with the testimony and argument, and the 
court had the case under advisement for near- 
ly four weeks. The responaent, Thomas C. 
Campbell, had been powerful for some years in 
politics and criminal law practice. He bas had 
about him a throng of men who, according to 
popular belief, have performed at Mr. Camp- 
bell’s instance many kinas of forbidden serv- 
ice. They have been especially potent in the 
control of the political conventions of both 
parties, by which public offices were filled with 
men upon whom Mr. Campbell could depend. 
Neminations forthe bench were not made an 
exception, and it thus happened that when 
charges were preferred against Mr. Campbell 
the relators found it impossible to find three 
Judges to try him upon whom they thought no 
taint of ownership rested. 

While great energy and phenomenal success 
have been everywhere accorded to Mr. Camp- 
bell, a thorough knowledge of the law has been 
at no time ciaimed for him. Winning his cases 
without the aid of briefs, receiving from juries 
verdicts for which no one but himself could 
account, too powerful and unscrupulous for 
any single attorney or firm to oppose, absorb- 
ing business that should have gone to others, 
he natarally became a big eyesore to the bar, 
and it needed only such a popular outburst as 
the riot of last spring, for which he was con- 
spicuously responsible, to nerve the profession 
up to the point of preferring charges and taking 
the chances of sustaining them against the 
contradictory testimony the respondent could 
easily command. The time was ripe for the 
move for the reason that with public senti- 
ment roused to such a pitch against the re- 
spondent witnesses were found ready to take 
the stand agamst him who would not have 
dared todo so a few months ago, and, as a 
whole, things went quite as well ag the relators 
ventured to hope. The trial was closely and 
anxiously watched by the entire community 
and by attorneys throughout the tributary 


region, 
THE FINDING AND SENTENCE. 

The result is that the court finds him guilty 
on one of the seven charges named against 
bim—that of acting as attorney for the prose- 
cutorinan embezzlement case at the same 
time that he was the Prosecuting Attorney of 


the Police Court where the embezziement case 


was on trial. The court found this to be un- 
professional conduct, not amounting to moral 
turpitude. In view of the lapse of time since 
the commission of this offense, and of his 
youth at the time, the court fixed the pupnishb- 
ment at suspension from practice for ten days 
As 
to all the other charges, the court unanimously 
found him not guilty, except that Judge Max- 
well dissented us to the finding concerning the 
charge that he made a note u the Pfeiffer case 
to be used as testimony where false testimony 
had been offered and a note was required to 
support it. 
A LAWYER'S REPUTATION. 

As originally filed there were nine charges. 
The one imputing to hima notoriously bad 
reputation as an attorney-at-law was demurred 
to and the demurrer sustained, the court bold- 
ing that an attorney cannot be proceeded 
against because of a bad reputation, unless it 
be his reputation for truth and veracity that 
is bad. 

Another of the charges set forth that in the 
Gen. Hal C. Young divorce case Mr. Campbell, 
with the aid of one of the attachés of his of- 
fice, made drunk a witnese for the other side, 
named Quay, and while he was in that condi- 
tion he secured from him an affidavit stat- 
ing that the testimony he bad given in the 
case was false. When this charge was reached 
during the trial counsel for the relators in- 
formed the court that Quay had mysteriously 
left the country. They followed him to a point 
near Toronto, where all trace of him was lost. 
Still another charge relating to false witnesses 
was withdrawn after the examination of wit- 
nesses had been begun, because of the singular 
conduct on the stand and evasive answers of 
the witness upon whom the reiators depended. 


This left six ot the original charges, but an- 


other which was added during the trial raised 
the number to seven. 
ALLEGED COMPOUNDING OF A FELONY. 

The first charge was to the effect that in 1872, 
while serving as Prosecuting-Attorney of the 
Police Court, Mr. Campbell compounded a 
felony in that he released from custody one 
Minnemeyer, charged with embezziement, the 
consideration being that Minnemeyer pay over 
to Walter Gow, the prosecuting witness, $1,000. 
In a second division of this charge Mr. Camp- 
bell was accused of accepting a fee from the 
aforenamed prosecuting witness for this serv- 
joe. The testimony was to the effect that Mr. 
Minnemeyer went to Gow, the prosecuting wit- 
ness, and Campbell, the Prosecuting-Attorney; 
that Gow agreed with ber that if she would 
raise $2,000 for him among her relatives he 
would abandon the prosecution; that Mrs. 
Minnemeyer’s relatives raised $1,000; that the 
money was paid over and Minnemeyer released ; 
and that three days afterward a check for $125 
passed from Gow to Campbell. 

A QUEER JURY. 

The next charge related to the impaneling of 
the jury who tried City-Auditor Hoffman four 
years ago. It was set out that Campbell as the 
attorney of Hoffman conspired with Samuel H. 
Drew, the Prosecuting Attorney, to place the 
defendant's friends and associates of Campbell 
and Hoffman on the jury. Mr. Campbell said 
he knew Drew was trying to pack the jury, and 
said he thought Drew's action criminal, but 
still he opposed the discharge of the jury thus 
corruptly impaneled by bis adversary. As to 
his having asked Henry Klein to try and get on 
the jury, Campbell said it was done merely asa 
feeler in order that be might ascertain what 
the bailiff and court would do with such a re- 
quest. He denied, however, that Klein was a 
client of bis, and as Klein heid a receipted bill 
from Campbell for legal services the denial 
was made the ground of a charge of perjury. 

A FORFEITED BOND. 

The next charge was guilt in the Manning 
case of misrepresentation and midation to- 
ward the officers of the United Court. 
Manning was released on a recognizance 
signed by Thomas Mead. The recogniza 
was forfeited, and a proceeding on it pleads 
against Mead. Mr. Campbell was Manning’ 
attorney and also Mead’s. Mead saidto the 
United States Court officials that he had signed 
a large number of bonds at Mr. Campbell's ro- 
quest, the understanding being that he was to 
be indemnified. in case of loss. The ‘persons 
for whom he had thus become surety were all 
strangers to him. Campbell said if Mead had 
no recollection of signing the bond it must 
have been signed by some other Thomas Mead, 
and if they proceeded against the Thomas 
Mead who was his client i would be at their 


: 


peril. Under these circumstances the court 
officials compromised the claim against Mead, 
which was for $2,500, for $350. 
A FICTITIOUS NOTE. 
In the next charge Campbell was accused of 
introducing a fictitious note at the trial of 
Mathias Pfoffer in the United States Court. It 
became necessary for the defense to account 
for certain bank checks introduced by the 
Government, which was done by saying they 
represented a loan from Pfeffer to one Delfen- 
dahl for which a note had been given. Pfeffer 
was ordered to produce the note in court. 
After a delay of a day and a half he did so, and 
the note secured his acquittal. In the trial of 
Campbell Delfendahl swore that the note was 
fictitious and was prepared in Campbell's office 


— 


during the noon recess of the day it was pro- 


duced in court, and that be signed it with the 
understanding that it was to be destroyed as 
soon as it had served the purpose for which it 
was intended. Pfeffer denied that the note 
was fictitious, but he admitted that it was 
never presented for payment. This fictitious- 
note matter was considered the strongest 
charge against Campbell. A motion was made 
by his counsel to dismiss both this and the 
Mead charge on the ground that the aileged 
offenses were committed in the United States 
Court, and were therefore not within the juris- 
diction of the County Court. The motion was 
overruled, a 
THE BERNER JURY. 

The next charge related to the trial of Will- 
iam Berner, the result of which precipisated 
the riots last spring. A saloonkeeper named 
Gaeb, who was summoned to serve on that 
jury, testified that Campbell approached him 
and offered to make good to him all he had 
lost ($400) in a lawsuit if he would qualify to 
go on the Berner jury. The conversation oc- 
curred on the street, and Gae b said there was 
a man walking with Mr. Campbell “whom he 
called Phillips. Charles H. Davis, a distiller, 
said he was the man who was with Mr. Camp- 
bell at the time the talk with Gaeb occurred, 
and there was nothing at all said about the 
Berner zury. Several prominent business- 
men said they would not believe Davis under 
oath. It was also charged that a juror named 
Phillips was a client of Campbell's (Mr. Camp- 
bell was the leading counsel for the prisoner), 
and that another juror named Doliafian was 
one of his defendants. The defense as to 
Phillips was that he settled for the legal serv- 
ices rendered two weeks before the Berner 
trial began, and therefore the relation of attor- 
ney and client had ceased: One witness for 
the relators eaid that Phillips, when first sum- 
moned asa juror, asked bow he could avoid 
serving, but the next day came around and 
said that Mr. Campbell had been to see him 
about sitting on that jury, and he had agreed 
todoso. This testimony was ruled out. 

A PRISONER'S ESCAPE, 

The tenth charge—the one preferred during 
the trial—set forth that the bondsmen of one 
Charles T. Dollahan, having ascertained that 
Dollahan was preparing to escape from bis 
bond, determined to deliver him up, and that 
while on their way to court with Dollahan 
were asked by him as a favor to stop for a mo- 
ment at the office of his lawyer, T. C. Campbell; 
that Campbell, leaving them in the waiting- 
room, took Dollahan into his private office, 
loaned him money with which to leave the 
State, and escorted him out by another door. 
The point in dispute was whether Campbell 
was at the time aware that Dollahan's bonds- 
men in the adjoining room were proposing to 
deliver him over to the court. 

The charges were preferred by nine relators, 
all prominent at the bar, and were the out- 
come of a meeting of the Bar Association the 
week following the riot. The line of the de- 
fense all through was that the charges were the

THE LAWYERS SMILED. 
An Incident in Judge Greshami’s Court 

A very funny incident occurred yesterday 
before Judge Gresham in the case of Scoficid 
vs. The June Manufacturing Company. The 
case, was on the day’s call, and in the morning 
was continued by the defendants’ attorney in 
the absence of Mr. Culver, the plaintiff's attor- 
ney, who was engaged in the trial of a case be- 
fore Judge Tuley. 

In the afternoon Mr. Culver, having got 
through his case, went before Judge Gresham 
and raised a stormy objection to having his 
case continued. ‘I had a case Friday,“ he ex- 
plained, *‘ which was continued until yesterday 
by Judge Tuley, as he hears divorce cases Sat- 
urdays and contested motions Mondays.

MRS. DUDLEY. 

SHE Is GLAD THE WOUNDED.MAN Is PROGRESS- 
ING FAVORABLY. 

New York, Feb. 3,—|Special.|—When Mrs. 
Dudley beard today that Rossa was doing well, 
she smiled and said: I am glad to learn that 
the wounded man is progressing favorably. I 
would hate to cause anybody prolonged puin.” 
Mrs. Dudley was strongly disinclined to talk 
to reporters, yet during the day she wrote out 
a statement of her case for the 
correspondent of the London Standard, and it 
was cabled that paper entire. She said to one 
New York reporter that this little affair would 
be u lesson to Rossa at any rate. She alleges 
that Rossa had given her the key to his cipher 
numbers, and that when he was showing ber 
his letters she read more than he expected or 
wanted. Speaking very seriously ot the dyna- 
mite work in England Mrs. Dudley said: 

DYNAMITERS’ INTENTIONS. 

„The dynamiters have no intention of toucb- 
ing the places most carefully watched. Lon- 
doners think there is no place but London for 
these dynamiters. They don't look anywhere 
else. The schemes of the dynamiters are also 
laid outside the metropolis, and I know it. 
Woolwich Arsenal is doomed; the Bank 
of England is doomed; the Carleton Club 
is doomed; Sandhurst College, the great 
military school, is doomed. I know it 
all. I told you that O’Donovan-Rossa taught 
me his cipher, or rather gave me the key to it. 
Let the Londoners look outside London as 
well as in it.“ 

Since her arrival in this country last Sep- 
tember Mrs. Dudley has been afflicted with ep- 
lieptic fits of the utmost violence. She was 
constantly watching incoming steamers, also, 
as if expecting some one, and she told one 
lady in Jersey City that she was acting in con- 
cert with detectives, 


THE WOULI>BEASSASIN IN THE POLICE COURT— 
STILL COOL AND COLLECTED. 


New York, Feb. 3.—Mrs. Dudley was taken 
this morning from the station-bouse, where 
she bad been confined during the night, to the 
Tombs police court. f A number of people 
gathered at the station-house and followed the 
officer and his charge while they walked to the 
court-house. When court was reached Mrs. 
Dudley was conducted into the private ex- 
amination-room, where she remained until her 
case was called by Justice Patterson. Arthur 
C. Butts, a lawyer, accompanied the accused 
into court. When the fact of the presence of 
the prisoner became known the hall of justice 
became rapidly filled, until entrance had to be 
denied to the late comers. 

The inclosure reserved for lawyers was occu- 
pied by a number of these gentlemen, some 
politicians, and a swarm of reporters. When 
Mrs. Dudley entered the gaze of every person 
was riveted on her face. She walked calmly 
to the bar between the officer and her lawyer, 
and, after looking for a moment into the Jus- 
tioo's face, allowed ber glance to fall to the 
floor. She looked a trifle tired after having 
spent the night in the station-house, but her 
cheeks were rosy and quite bright. 

HER CASE PRESENTED. 

Lawyer Butts presented the case. He said 
he received a dispaten late last night, signed 
H. Edwards, askmg bim to defend Mrs. Dudley. 
He went to the station-house and saw Mrs. 
Dudley. She said she knew nothing about the 
dispatch, but desired him to take charge of 
her case. He learn by the morning papers 
today that the dispateh waé a bogus one. J. 
Pierrepont Edwards, the British Consul, denied 
having sent any dispatch whatever. Mr. Butts 
said he had not been consulted by any of Mrs. 
Dudley's friends, and did not know what he 
should go in the case. She told me she de- 
sired me to defend der.“ de continued. 
„Wulle reserving my right as counsel to act in 
the case or to withdraw, I shall endeavor to do 
what will be for Mrs. Dudiley’s best interest. 
For the present my client will remain mute. 
She neither pleads guilty not not guilty.”

The 
story caused great comment in all circles, but 
is not generally believed. 

J. Pierrepont Edwards, British Consul, was 
asked today if the British representatives 
would take any action whatever relative to 
Mrs. Dudiey’s case, and replied that he did not 
know why the British authorities should act 
voluntarily in the matter. If Mrs. Dudley 
claims British protection it wouid be given 
her. The Consulate would advise Mrs. Dudley 
if she asked their aid as a British subject. 

Mrs. Dudiey applied to Police Captain Cope- 
land several times last week for a permit to 
carry a revolver. 


UNQUESTIONABLY A CRANE. 
AN INVESTIGATION INTO THE CAREER OF MRS. 
DUDLEY BEYOND THE SEA, 


¢ Lonpon, Feb. 3.— [Special. A careful in- 
vestigation of Mrs. Dudiey’s antecedents in 
England shows that her career has been ro- 
mantic and adventurous; that-she hag bad fre- 
quent fics of insanity; and that during such 
attacks her mental disorder bas generally as- 
sumed the form of suicidal maniu. Having as- 
certained that she bad been an inmate of the 
Hayward’s Heath Insane Asylum in Sussex, 
your correspondent this morning made a trip 
from London to that institution and obtained 
an interview with Dr. Williams, the Superin- 
tendent. In answer to the correspondent’s 
questions Dr. Williams said: 

“The records of the asylum show that Mrs. 
Dudley was entered aga criminal patient in 
September, 1883, she having attempted suicide 
while traveling from London to Brighton. She 
remained here nearly twelve months, Her 
case would be described technically as one of 
moral congenital insanity. During the frst 
six months of ber detention here, Mrs. Dudley 
exhibited symptoms of strong suicidal mania. 
She had frequent paroxysms, during which the 
lives of the attendants and of the neighboring 
patients would have been imperiled if she had 
not been kept under coutrol. Her likes and 
dislikes were always extreme. Sbe either loved 
or hated any person with whom she came in 
contact. There was no medium between pas- 
sionate fondness on one side and bitter, 
unreasonable hatred on the other. 
She had been here about six months when she 
became less and less subject to the delusions 
and paroxysms with which she had been at- 
fected, and she gradually became cured. In 
August, 1884, she appeared to be quite restored 
to reason, and was delivered to her friends.“ 

_ IN MILLBANK PRISON. 

Previous to her experience in the Sussex 
Asylum, Mes. Dudley had been incarverated 
for a short time in the Millbank prison for the 
temporary detention of women, also on a 
charge of attempting suicide by poisoning. 
The Rev. Joha Corr, chaplain of the prison, on 
being asked if he.remembered Mrs. Dudiey re- 
plied; “I remember her well, and, indeed, I could 
hardly fail to do so, as I have within a week re- 
ceived a letter from her, dated New York, in 
which she expressed her thanks for some little

acts of kindness which I did for her here. and 


= 


| states she is prospering lu New York in ber oo 


cupation as nurse.“ . 

One of the matrons of the prison said in re- 
ply to questions: Yea, I remember Mrs. 
Dudley. She was very eccentric and absolutely 
fearless. I do not know that she was ever 
biased politically, but she hated Irishmen and 
she quarreled constantly with every Irish of- 
ficial about the place. She frequently defied 
prison rules, and occasionally had to be pun- 
ished for violating them. Finally the doctor 
concjnded that she was more insane thao crim- 
inal and she was discharged in May, 1883. 

ANOTHER ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE. | 

After Mrs. Dudley's release{from Hayward’s 
Heath Asylum she joined the Dueen Charlotte's 
Nurstug Instituts, and soon became known as 
acapable nurse. She had followed the calling 
but a short time, however, when another at- 
tempt at suicide caused her to be brought as a 
patient to London Hospital in Whitechapel 
road. After her recovery she was employed 
there as nurse, and became very intimate with 
a Sister of Charity known as Sister Charlotte. 
The latter was foynd at the hospital today, and 
was able to give many interesting facts of Mrs. 
Dudley's career.” Sister Charlotte suid: 

„became very fond of Mrs. Dudley. who 
has realiy a lovable disposition when you come 
toknow her. She was a devoted Catholic, had 
a cultured mind, and was generally cheerful, 
except that she gave way at times to fits of 
profound melancholy. I believe that neither 
her father nor mother is living. She seemed 
to be well connected, although 1 have heard 
she was the natural daughter of a French 
nobleman and that she had lived with a French 
officer, by whom she had two children who 
died in infancy. How true this is 1 
don’t know. She always said she had been 
married and lost her husband and two children 
by death. When she was admitted to the hos- 
pital, after trying to kill berself, a letter was 
found in her pocket saying: I cannot stay 
away any longer from my blue red darlings. I 
hope to meet them in Heaven.’ She always 
carried with ber portraits of her children, 
locks of hair, which was silky and golden, and 
the little shoes and stockings which they had 
last worn. For some time after sbe came here 
she repeatedly threatened to commit suicide, 
and once swallowed an opium powder which 
she had concealed in the lining ot her jacket. 
When she went away she promised me that she 
would never ayain attempt to take ber life. 

THE POLICE RECORD. 

Loxpox, Feb. 3.—An examination of the 
police reports of the Worship Street Police 
Court reveals the following: Lucilla Dudley, a 
ladylike-looking person, aged about 24 years, 
who deseribed herself as a governess, is 
charged with attempting suicide. A porter of 
the Great Eastern Kailway deposed that on the 
arrival of his train at Liverpool street. Lon- 
don, be saw the prisover, Mrs. Dudley, in a 
first-class carriage apparently asleep witha 
handkerchief over her face. Removing the 
handkerchief witness found herinsensible. She 
was holding a bottle labeled poison. Mrs. 
Dudley was removed to a hospital. Witness 
stated that nobody else was in the railway car- 
riage. The surgeon who attended Mrs. Dudley 
at the hospital deposed that she was suffering 
from the effects of chloroform. Witness said 
she recovered consciousness after eight hours. 
Mrs. Dudley denied sue had taken anything of 
a poisonous nature. When taken mto custody 
Mrs. Dudley was detected in the act of trying 
to swallow a white powder. The jailer at the 
police-station where the woman was imprisoned 
deposed that she expressed regret at the fall- 
ure to accomplish her purpose. 

An analyst deposed that the powder Mrs. 
Dudley attempted to swallow was opium. An- 
other packet of opium was found sewn in her 
clothes. Mrs. Dudiey stated in court that she 
bad no relatives living, and had been a gcov- 
erness. She also described herself as a hos- 
pita| nurse, but her appearance seemed to cow 
tradivt this statement. Sbe refused to give an 
account of herself.

O'DONOVAN.

New York, Feb. 3.—/Special.|—In the United

THE PISTOL BALL FAILED TO DO ITS WORK— 
ONLY SLIGHTLY HURT. 

New Tonk. Feb. 8.—O'Donovan-Rossa was 
in good condition this morning, having passed 
a comtortabie night and slept quietiy. At noon 
a careful examination of his wound was made. 
The bullet, which ia evidently of thirty-two 
calibre, entered Rossa’s back four inches to 
the left of the spine and nine inches below tae 
tip of the shoulder. A probe was introduced 
four inches into the wound, but no trace could 
be found of the bullet, which it is thought took 
an upward direction and lodged near the 
shoulder-biade. The doctor says that Rossa is 
not in the slightest dauger; that be has entire- 
ly recovered from the shock, and that he could 
if he wished leave the hospital today. The 
hospital surgeons have decided not to remove 
the bullet until be is stronger, and cannot 
say definitly when this will be. O’Donovan’s 
condition this evening is unchanged from early 
morning. 

At 10 o'clock tonight Rossa was slumbering 
peacefully. The Chambers Street Hospital 
authorities agreed with Capt. Phelan that he 
would be safer somewhere else, as the hospital 
is thronged with Rossa's friends, and an attack 
is apprehended from them by Phelan. The 
latter was removed tonight to the New York 
Hospital, where he remains until able to ap- 
pear against his assailant. 

HIS FRIENDS-—-ADDYTIONAL THREATS. 

Durme the morning a large mail arrived at 
the Chambers street office of the dynamiter. 
It was brought over to the hospital and deliv- 
ered to Rossa, who read every letter and did 
not seem in the least fatigued after the task 
was ended. The only visitors admitted to see 
him during the morning were two men, who 
said they were his cousins, but refused to give 
their names, and Pat Joyce, his secretary. 

The Mail and Express this afternoon contains 
several letters threatening Rossa and warning 
him to be on his guard for assasins. 

JUBILATION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.—Extra editions of the news- 
papers containing cable dispatches from New 
York giving details of the shooting of O Dono- 
van-Rosea sold like wildfire on the streets in 
every city and town throughout Great Britain. 
Nearly every person seemed jubilant over the 
announcement that the alleged chief of the 
dynamiters has had some of his own medicine 
given him. 


AT PARIS. 
THE DYNAMITERS SWEARING TERRIBLE OATHS 
OF VENGEANCE. 

Paris, Feb. 3.—[Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.}—The dGynamiters here are 
furiously indignant about the attack on O’Don- 
Ovan-Rogsa. One man, claiming to be on very 
intimate terms with him, considers that the 
woman arrested may belong to a band of En- 
giish Invineibles organized to fight the Fenians 
with their own weapons. If so, he significant- 
ly added, a terrible vengeance will be exacted

O' Don- 
ovan-Rosea himself has been shot by a woman, 
but whether the crime was prompted by pri- 
vate motives only or by a wild spirit of exas- 
peration at the deeds of the dy namitards in 
England, or merely madness, or was mixed up 
with the obscare feuds and mutual suspicions 
of the dynamite factions, it. is impossible at 
present to decide, Mr. O'Leary has described 
O’Donovan-Rossa as originally an honest en- 
thusiast, but lately as a somewhat unscrupu- 
jous, half-mad man. His ute, it is said, m not 
in danger. He appears to be not quite 80 
wicked and by no means as dangerous 48 Pat- 
rick Ford, whose character Mr. O'Leary sums 
up as that of @ very ignorant, highly unsoru- 
pulous, and wholly ill-conditioned fanatic.

THH FORD TRIAL. 


Bravado of the Accused Magistrate— 
Witnesses Arrested for. Perjury— 
Manly Attitude of the Mayor. 

New Orveans, La., Feb. 3.—|Special.}—Tne 
town is terribly excited over the trial of the 
Hon. Thomas J. Ford, Police Magistrate, 
and four others, three of them city of- 
cials, for the assasination of Capt. A. 
H. Murphy. The trial is now on 
its seventh day and the detense now bolds the 
court. The feeling is intensified by the bravado 
of Ford, who declares that be will be back on 
the bench in his court next week, and then he 
will paint the town red. The jury is regarded 
as having been made up in Ford's interest. 
Today five witnesses for the defense were ar- 
rested for perjury by order of the District-At- 
torney. 

Tonight at the meeting of the City Council 
Mayor Guillotte submitted a message in which 
he calls attention to the trial of the Ford 
party, now in progress, and says: I have 

pted me to do—an- 
nounced to the Chief of Police that Judge Ford 
and the other city empldyés implicated in this 
most horrible of borrible murders had been 
suspended from duty. I now announce to 
vou in the name of the citizens of New Or- 
leans that you are called upon and are expected 
to do your duty asthe legislative branch ot the 

City Government. You must act, and act 

promptly. All considerations of past friendly 

relations with the culprits should be set aside 
and a desire to maintain or reéstablish the rep- 
utation of the city for quiet, order, and 
peace should alone actuate each of you. 

God forbid that a native of Louisiana and an 

official of its Government should overlook or 

hesitate to declare in unmeasured terms nis 
repugnance to such atrocities. During the 
most lawless period of the history of our own 

State, when for every imaginary affront the 

duello was invoked by the humbiest of its citi- 

zens, no crime of the magnitude or pos- 
sessing the revolting features of the 
one the subject of this communica- 
tion was ever heard of. No case of 
killing in the criminal records of the 
world for which men and women have been 
hanged shows less provocation and more pre- 
meditation than this. My desire is to have our 

City Government vindicated and to assure the 

citizens of New Orieans that the city authori- 

ties are anxious to preserve order within its 
precinets and are earnest in the prosecution of 
criminals, be they whom they may.“ 

The Mayor then formally charges Ford and 
his officers with conspiracy to murder Murphy, 
and with consummating that conspiracy in 
having with malice killed said Murphy, the 
killing baving been done in the daytime, on the 
public streets, with firearms, and while Murphy 
was retreating in an endeavor to save his life. 


THE JELLERSON MURDER. 


Intense Indignation at Judge Loof- 
borow’s Action in Granting a 
Change of Venue—Trouble Appre- 
hended. 

AUDUBON, Ia., Feb. &.—{Special.}—April 28, 
1884, Hiram Jellerson an old, inoffensive cripple, 
wastaken from his bed in the nigtit and hanged, 
to a tree. His son Cicero and bis sons-in-law 
John A. Smyth and Joel J. Wilson were arrested 
for the crime, and Cicero made a detailed con- 
fession, admitting the guilt of himself and im- 
viicating Smyth and Wilson.

It is charged 
that Judge Loofborow went away to dodge the 
storm that has followed his decision.

These mementos were given in trust to 
Mrs. Grant by Mr. Vanderbilt on condition 
that at the death of Gen..Grant, or sooner, 
they should become the property of the 
United States. In his message the President 
pertinently suggests the obligation which 
rests upon Congress of placing Gen. Grant 
on the army retired list. 


CONSIDERATION of the Inter-State Com- 
meree bill was resumed in the Senate at 
Washington yesterday. Mr. Vance declared 
that the eloquence of the Senators varied in- 
versely with their disposition to do anything. 
Mr. Beck spoke of the Senate bill as a mask 
behind which the railroads could hide. The 
provision of the Reagan bill restricting rail- 
way passenger rates to three cents per mile 
was stricken out, as was also the clause per- 
mitting railroads to provide separate cars for 
white and colored people, The motion to 
substitute the Cullom Commission bill for the 


Reagan bill was adopted by a vote of 35 to 18. 


O’Donovan-Rossa’s wound is not likely 
to result seriously. Mrs. Yseulte Dudley 
was arraigned yesterday at the Tombs Po- 
lice Court in New York City, and was sub- 
sequently remanded to her dungeon cell. 
Her builet entered Rossa’s shoulder and took 
an upward course beneath the skin. He 
suffers no pain, and no uncomfortable symp- 
toms have developed. Chelsea Hospital of- 
ficials deny Mrs. Dudley’s statement that she 
graduated from that institution as a nurse. 
Some months ago, it is said, Mrs. Dudley 
tried to commit suicide by taking poison 
while traveling in Engiand on the Great 
Eastern Railway. When arrested she as- 
serted that she was a governess and that 
her Christian name was Lucilia, Her story 
was investigated and found to be correct. 


“MOMENTOUS QUESTIONS.” 

Senator Bayard in seeking the delay of all 
important legislation till after the inaugura- 
tion of the new Administration puts it on the 
ground that ‘‘ momentous questions” are at 
„issue which require extreme deliberation,” 
and should be left to the wisdom of the new 
Administration. But Mr. Cleveland -can de- 
termine the fate of the leading measures now 
before Congress at any time he sees fit to 
give expressicn to his preferences. Whenever 
he is disposed to issue his edict, Congress 
will pass the Bankrupt bill, the bill suspend- 
ing the coinage of silver, the legislation nec- 
essary to carry the Mexican treaty into effect, 
the appropriations necessary for the rehabili- 
tation ot the navy, et. The New York Her- 
ald, taking the same view, advises the Presi- 
dent-elect to take the position of leader and 
put aside, by a few simple directions to his 
party, the absurd notion that how to deal 
with the plainest and most urgeat matters of 
the day is ‘a momentous question. 

Whenever momentous question” is put 
in plea in Congress it is in the nature of a 
demurrer or an application for a continuance 
in a criminal trial. It is a confession of: the 
intention to procrastinate with no higher mo- 
tive than to avoid meeting a live issue. All 
the ‘‘ momentous questions” ot the day have 
been considered in and out of Congress for 
years. Who will deny that Congressmen 
have had ample time to decide whether the 
country demands and needs a law governing 
inter-Dtate railway commerce, or a National 
Bankrupt law, or the suspension of silver 
cdihage, or a law regulating the count of the 
Presidential vote, or any other ‘‘ momentous 
questions” which have been before Congress 
in some shape or other for many years? If 
the ample, epportunity of the past has not 
been improved for the study of these ques- 
tions, what guarantee is there that additional 
time will lead to any better understanding of 
the issues involved? . 

It is probably true that Mr. Cleveland 
might impress his influence on pending legis- 
lation to secure its adoption or rejection, and 
the reason why he could exert this excep- 
tional power is interesting. It is because, 
after the 4th of March next, he will have 
more than 100,000 offices: directly or indi- 
rectly subject to his disposal, and 500,000 im- 
portunate applicants clamoring for them. 
Every member of Congress represents a small 
army of officeseekers, and all of them would 
be willing to accommodate Mr. Cleveland by 
passing any general legislation which he 
favors. He could exert his infinence with 
greater effect now, with the offices actually in 
sight tickling the eupidity of the Congres- 
sional office-brokers, than he will be able to 
do after the distribution has taken place and 
a large proportion of the “‘ very hungry and 
very thirsty” applicants shall have been 
turned away from the door without a crust 
or an old pair of shoes. 

But Cleveland will not interfere to secure 
the passage of any of the legislation which 
Congress is delaying on the false pretense 
that more time is necessary for consideration, 
or that such “‘ momentous questions” should 
be left to the new Administration. The rea- 
son for this is also interesting. Mr. Cleve- 
land has never given any evidence that he 
has fixed.opinions on the momentous ques- 
tions” at issue. He has never occupied a po- 
sition which would give him an opportunity 
to familiarize himself with them. He has 
never had any Congressional experience nor 
made a study of National affairs. He has 
never traveled in this country or abroad, and 
has no broad conception of the science of gov- 
ernment or the needs of the American peo- 
ple. With the power to decide the fate of 
“momentous questions” now before Con- 
gress, he has not the knowledge to 
guide him in makmg suth decision, 
and hence he is as much in favor of procras- 
tination as the members of Congress who 
are awaiting his beck and call. But he has 
more time and leisure today to examine these 

and make up his mind than he will 
have after he shall actually begin to dis- 


now, what hope is there that ‘he will take

The fact is that the Democratic party has 
been so long divested of direct fesponsibility 
for the affairs of Government that its leaders 
have lost confidence in their own capacity.

REAGAN’S BILL IN THE SENATE. 

It is evident that the Reagan bill for the 
regulation of the railroads does not gain 
strength as it progresses on its way to a final 
vote in Congress. The debate in the Senate 
does not appear to be very earnest in the dis- 
cussion of the inter-State commerce question, 
and there is more than a hint in the remarks 
of some of the members that they are not very 
clear in their minds what the real merits of 
the matter are rior how the difficulties of the 
problem are to be overcome. But it is some 
satisfaction to observe that the crude measure 
which originated in the brain of Mr. Reagan 
of Texas is not likely to pass the Senate. 

The main defect of the Reagan bill is, that 
it is an invitation from the Nation to the ship” 
per to indulge in a tussle in the courts with 
powerful corporations without giving the 
shipper the support and assistance by which 
alone such a contest could possibly result in 
tavor of the individual, no matter how just 
his case. It may be very justly defined as a 
bill to encourage the merchants and manu- 
facturers of the country to engage in a losing 
fight with the trunk-line pool, the Stanford- 
Crocker-Hun tington pool, the Jay Gould 
Southwestern pool. The odds in such a 
struggle would be 1,000 to 1 against the in- 
dividual. 

The real thing to be done in this trans- 
portation problem is not to create any new 
rights for the protection of the community, 
but to enforce those which it already has and 
has had from time immemorial. The com- 
mon carrier has no right to charge unreason- 
able rates, to favor one man or one place at 
the expense of another, to go into conspira- 
cies to fix prices, to send freight by different 
routes than those preferred by the shipper, 
to take money earned which belongs to the 
stockholders and pay it over to another rail- 
road in order to even up its percentages 
of the business of the pool. The common 
carrier never had any right to do these things. 
But the railroads of the United States are 
doing them all continually. Every other na- 
tion but ours has found that it was impossi- 
ble for the individual to cope with the high- 
way corporation, and has used the people’s 
organized power—the State—to bring the 
railroads’ pools to order, The Reagan Dill 
goes far beyond this purpose. It thrusts the 
deranging hand of positive enactment into 
regions where the principles of price are 
still in debate, declares to be rights some 
things which are not agreed on by common 
consent, and utterly fails to provide a feasi- 
ble way of enforcing the rights on the exist- 
ence of which all are agreed. 

A commission merely to write essays on the 
railroad problem the country has no use for, 
but a commission with powers to compel the 
railroads to regard the indisputable rights of 
the people is demanded by a National senti- 
ment. If Congress will make a simple di- 
gest or statement of the well-ascertained and 
settled rights of shippers and public, will de- 
fine offenses, and will establish a commission 
to enforce these rights and to see that the 
penalties declared are applied by the agency 
of the courts, it will be as good a beginning 
as the country could expect in the Nationa) 
regulation of inter-State commerce.

HOW TO RESTORE CONFIDENCE IN 
STOCKS. 

The causes given by the London banker, 
with whom our London correspondent had 
an interesting interview Saturday, for the 
great depression in American ‘tecurities in 
the European markets account fora large 
part of the depression here as well. The 
part played by the foreign markets in ‘fixing 
the prices of our produce, and stocks, and 
bonds does not appear to be increasing, but 
on the contrary to be growing less with our 
gain in capital and business experience. Our 
eable dispatches have several times of late 
contained the reiterated opinion of leading 
financiers, such as the Rothschilds and the 
Bischoffscheims, that America must now lead 
and not follow in the revival of the world 
from the hard times which are as universal 
as the red sunsets of last autumn. But tho 
we do not concede to the markets of Lom- 
bard street and the Paris bourse the same 
overshadowing influence they used to have 
when we were necessarily heavier borrowers 
than now, we may get from them clearer 
views of the causes at work to influence our 
values than we might catch ourselves. from 
within the centre of the vortex. 

The cause of depression on which most 
stress is laid by the English financler with 
whom the correspondent had his talk is the 
immunity given to a corrupt but powerful 
few” in the control of corporations who 
abuse their opportunities and trusts and 
use the machinery of joint-stock enterprises 
and of the exchanges to do things which 
public opinion in this country seems willing 
to condone as being smart,“ but which in 
sterner circles would be classed with what 
Dogberry calls flat burglary.” 

This is not by any means a new idea on 
this side of the water, but it gains a new 


force from the comparatively disinterested 


point of view of the critic and from his fa- 
miliarity with the practical working of the 
matters of which he speaks. The exploiters 
of the stockholder in American corporations 
have found it easy so far to dismiss most of 
the criticisms that have been made of their 
dishonest course as the utterances of ideal- 
ists, impracticable men, who knew nothing 
of business; but this cutting exposure of 
the methods by which the very name of Amer- 
ican security has been brought inte contempt 
comes from a banker who has had great ex- 
perience as a promoter,“ and knows all the 
ins and outs of the business of getting up 
companies and selling stocks and bonds. The 
recent disclosures as to the methods of man- 
agement edopted by several American rail- 
ways, chief among these of course being the 
Wabash, have, this promoter declares, so 
alienated the confidence of the British specu- 
lator as well as the investor that no one in 
his senses will deal in American securities. 
The remedies which are pointed out by our 
foreign critic are worth considering not so 
much for the sake of recovering the confi- 
dence of the British as that of the American 
investor. The purely professional character 
of most of the trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange, most of which. is now car- 
ried on by brokers and manipulators, is evi- 
dence enough that the confidence of the Amer- 
ican public is at as low an ebb as that of the 
English. The declaration of dividends which 
have not been earned must be forbidden, 
and the prohibition must be accompanied by 
some practicable means of enforcing it. The 
Union Pacific was prohibited from paying 
such dividends under pain of forfeiture of its 
charter, but it nevertheless continued to pay 
them. It must be made a punishable offense 
for directors to use their position for thefr 
Own pecuniary profit. Some of Our largest 
railroad fortunes have been made | this way 
by officers and trustees out of « kholders. 
The intentional manner in which railroad 
accounts are confused is another} source of 


loss of confidence, which is the gar thing as 


decline of price, ‘There has been no move in 
Congress on the part of any of the advocates 
of the National regulation of the railroads to 
have any of the reforms here suggested in- 
corporated in the now pending be- 
fore Congress. It would be very difficult to 
get concert of action among the numerous 
States. In default of any interference with 
the State the stock market has been itself 
legislating during the last three years on this 
question with very excellent results. 

To a large extent the stocks of the roads 
which have been managed by officials of the 
class referred to by the London banker as 
persons who would not in private life be 
treated with confidence, and who are yet 
‘+ allowed to hold positions of responsibility 
jn public ventures,” are being separated 
from the stocks of honestly-managed con- 
cerns. In the better times now dawning on 
the country it is to be hoped that this dis- 
crimination between the good and the bad 
will be maintained, and that the public will 
not, as in 1879 and 1880, rush to buy any- 
thing that is offered in.the market. It has 
been an amazing spectacle to see the public 
buying hundreds of millions of stocks and 
bonds from men for whom New York bank- 
ers would not fill an order for 1,000 shares of 
stock in the market without security, 


SENATOR CULLOM’S BILL. 
The substitute which Senator Cullom has 
offered for the Reagan bill avoids the fatal 
mistake of the Texas statesman by not at- 


tempting to settle by legislative enactment | 


any railroad questions which are still matters 
of controversy even between experts, and by 
providing for the establishment of a commis- 
sion with very respectable powers for the 
protection of those rights which are beyond 
controversy. i 

The commission proposed by Senator Cul- 
lom is really a court to try certain specified 
rai'rcad offenses, such as extortion, discrim- 
ination, and the like. When complaints are 
made to the commission of the violation of 
the rights of a shipper, the commission has 
power to try the offending carrier and to 
mulet it in damages to any extent which it 
may find the complainant justly entitled to. 
If the transportation company refuses to pay 
the damages, tlie commission is empowered 
to require the District Attorney of the 
United States for the district where the of- 
fense was committed to prosecute to recover, 
and, I the railroad loses, it shall pay the 
prosecuting attorney’s fees. Every case of 
extortion or unjust discrimination is punisha- 
ble by a fine of $1,000 under this bill. 

The powers of the commission to be estab- 
lished under this bill are very great in inves- 
tigating the condition and conduct of the 
railroads engaged in inter-State commerce. 
The Commissioners may require the railroads 
to make such annual reports as the interests 
of the public demand. All questions which 
the Commissioners may ask about capitaliza- 
tion, the money actually paid in for stock, 
the dividends paid, the debt (floating and 
other), the real cost of railroad property, the 
actual expenses and receipts under every 
head, the rates charged—all arrangements 
with other companies for pooling—must be 
answered under penalty of a fine of $1,000 
for every refusal. Under the same penalty 
the railrcads must produce any book, paper, 
contract, or other document which the com- 
mission may call for in making any investi- 
gation. It has the power also to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, who shall be paid 
the same fees as Witnesses in the courts of 
the United States. The refusal by a com- 
pany to furnish information or to comply 
with the authorized regulations of the com- 
mission is made a ‘misdemeanor and is pun- 
ishable by a fine of $1,000. If the fines 
which the commission is empowered to lay 
may be collected by the same procedure as 
the damages which it finds for unjust dis- 
crimination or extortion—a point on which 
the bill is not clear—the operation of the act 
may be very easily made a terror to wrong- 


doers. 
The weak part of Senator Cullom’s bill 


is in its definition of unjust discrimination, 
whigh it defines to be charging one person 
more than another for doing for him in a 
like business and under substantially similar 
circumstances and conditions contempora- 
neously a like service.” The railroads of the 
country have already gone so far in their dis- 
criminations between individuals that it is 
practically impossible in almost all businesses 
and in almost all places for the majority of 
shippers to place themselves in substantial- 
ly similar cireumstances” with the favored 
shippers. . The railroads have already created 
by their preferential rates to their favorits 
inequalities which under this bill they are at 
liberty to continue. This injustice should be 
corrected.. It towers above all the other 
abuses of our railroad system. Business 
margins are now so close that the difference 
in rates which this bill would allow the rail- 
road to make to the shipper who can offer so 
much freight that no one else can claim the 
same rates, since the circumstances are not 
similar,“ would of itself often be all the 
profit the big man would want. Railroad re- 
form under which this could continue would 
be a mere mockery. 


CONCESSIONS TO THE CROFTERS. 

The movement among the Highland eroft- 
ers to secure their agrarian rights is meeting 
with a considerable degree of success, It 
must be conceded that they have acted with 
calmness and prudence, and not without 
much dignity, in their collision with the 
Government, It would have been very easy, 
for instance, for the crofters of Skye to have 
materially injured their cause by violent re- 
sistance to the soldiers who were sent there. 
Instead of opposing them they welcomed 
them and were soon on good terms, and sub- 
sequently they sent a deputation to London 
to argue their cause. This self-possession 
and good sense on their part are already bear- 
ing fruit. The l4th ult a meeting of 
Highland landlords was held at Inverness to 
consider the matter ina practical way, and 
there were present some very notable men, in- 
cluding the Marquis of Stafford, the Duke of 
Sutherland, and the Duke of Argyll. A se- 
ries of resolutions was passed unanimously 
in accordance with the demands of the croft- 
ers and with the appeal lately made to them 
by the Home Secretary in the House of Com- 
mons. ‘They pledged themselves severally to 
offer the crofters an undertaking to increase 
the size of their holdings as suitable oppor- 
tunities offer and when the crofiers are in a 
position profitably to occupy and stock the 
same.” They furthermore pledged them- 
selves to offer revised rents to all such as are 
not in arrears of rent leases of nineteen or 
thirty years and ‘‘compensation for perma- 
nent improvements regulated by a scale adapt- 
ed to the nature ahd value of such improve- 
ments and the duration of the lease.” ‘These 
are certainly handsome concessions and show 
not only that the land lords are bound to avoid 
the possibility of the passage of any Land 
net for Scotland, but that they have been in- 
fluenced by the handsome conduct of the 
crofters and the manly way in which they 
have conducted themselves to meet them half- 
way. The London Thnes, indeed; comment- 
ing on the méeting, says: 

If at any period of the recent agrarian his 


tory of Ireland such a meeting of Irish land- 


ords could been held as was held at Inver- 
= var een so representative, so influen- 
tial, 40 unanimous without distinction of party, 
so conciliatory and so reasonable in spirit, we 
might never have beard ot the Land League, 
and should certainly never have needed the 


Land act. 

The Times goes further than this, and sug- 
gests to the landlords that while they are 
about it they might as well settle the whole 
matter by arranging satisfactorily the ques- 
tions of arrears and tenures. It is evident 
that sooner or later the crofters will raise 
these questions also, and, having gone one- 
half thé distance towards absolute justice, 
the landlords would do well to finish the 
journey and thus obviate the necessity tor 
any future Land bill at all. The peasantry 
of the Highlands have as strong a claim on 
the soil, which their ancestors held as far 
back as feudal times, as the Irish have 
on theirs, and they have a national persist- 
ence which cannot be excelled in any part of 
the world. Having obtained half their 
rights, they will not rest content until they 
get them all. As it is certain that they will 
eventually get them, it will be cheaper for 
the landlords to make the arrangements 
themselves than to be compelled to do it 
through the medium of a land law. 


AN improbable story comes from Albany 
that Mr. Cleveland is somewhat impressed 
with Carter Harrison’s popularity by the 
increasing majorities by which he has twice 
been re@lected Mayor of Chicago.“ Has Mr. 
Cleveland never heard of the Chicago frauds ? 
Doesn’t he know that Carter was counted in 
the last time he ran for Mayor? Does he 
not know that more than 200 of the election 
judges of this city are now under indictment 
for obeying the instructions of the City-Hall 
gang and falsifying the return of the vote on 
a municipal appropriation? Isn’t he aware 
that the same gang have controlled the last 
two city elections without any of the re- 
straints which were imposed by the United 
States authorities at the election last fall? 
Hasn’t he ever heard that 900 fraudulent 
votes were discovered in a single precinct of 
the Ninth Ward when Carter Harrison was 
last alleged to have been chosen Mayor? Has 
nobody ever told him that the general impres- 
sion in this city is that Carter Harrison was 
not elected by the honest votes of the people 
the last time he ran fot Mayor, but was bal- 
lot-box-stuffed in? Can't he understand that 
majorities which are the productof fraud 
may be increased ad libitum, and cannot pos- 
sibly be a gage of popularity? Mr. Cleve- 
land is either wofully ignorant of Demccratic 
affairs in IIlinols, or else he is inclined to- 
ward the worst element in his party, if he 
has really expressed any preference for Har- 
rison among the Democratic candidates for 
the United States Senate. 


Tue shooting of O’Donovan-Rossa must 
be explained on one of two theories. Either 
the Englishwoman who fired at him isa 
crank, whose brain was inflamed with 
Rossa’s rabid utterances against her country, 
or else she was employed to shoot off a toy- 
pistol while he was around in order to con- 
tribute to the notoriety on which he lives. 
At all events, he does not appear to be much 
hurt, and experiences but a small part of the 
torture which he would incite the dynamite 
fiends to deal out to innocent men, women, 
and children, whose lives are threatened by 
every explosion in the Fenian ‘‘ war” upon 
England. The great misfortune in the case 
is that the sheoting of Rossa will make him 
amartyr to “the cause of Ireland” in the 
minds of the Irish laborers and poor servant- 
girls of the country who contribute of their 
hard earnings to the maintenance of such agi- 
tators as he and his associates. Ie is really 
the victim of his own incendiarism—just as 
much as the man who sets fire to a house and 
fails to escape from the flames. He will 
make the most of the episode, as already in- 
dicated by his absurd theory that the English 
Government is responsible for the attempt to 
kill him. If the English Government had 
arranged the job it would have been done 
much more effectively. 


Ir would be very comforting if it could be 
credited that the resolution introduced by 
Ald. Colvin and referred to the Council Elec- 
tion Committee, calling upon the representa- 
tive Democratic committees to send in two 
names and the representative Republican 
committees to send in one for election judge 
in each precinct, was really intended in good 
faith. But the source from which it ema- 
nated and the circumstances surrounding it 
are suspicious. If the Council were disposed 
to act fairly in the approaching city election 
it would begin by laying out precincts con- 
taining not more tfian 500 voters, and then 
ask for thé designation of two Democratic 
judges and one Republican judge in the 
Democratic districts and a reversal of this 
order in Republican districts. As it is, there 
is not the slightest assurance that the Repub- 
licans will have any other representation. at 
the polls than such as the City-Hall gang shall 
séleet, which will be worse than none at all, 
because it will create a false sense of seeurity 
among the Republican voters. The only re- 
lief that will prove efficient and permanent 
will be in a law of the Legislature limiting the 
dimensions of the precincts and enabling the 
voters to choose their election officers, to be 
divided between the two parties in propor- 
tion to their respective numerical strength.

THAT veteran dredger and jobber, Capt. 
James B. Eads, bas struck a serious snag in his 
lobby operations to secure the $7,750,000 con- 
tract for deepening Galveston Harbor. Gen. 
Newton, chief engineer, who was requested to 
pive the River and Harbor Committee bis views 
on Eads’ proposition, evicently treats it asa 
pure business transaction. He says that Eads 
promises a navigable depth of thirty feet of 
water, with the proviso, however, that th 
depth will be taken without regard to width. 
In other words, according to Ealis’ proposition, 
as long as he dredges to a depth of thirty feet 
the channel at that depth need not be over 
two feet wide. The contract requires 4 navi- 
gable stream twenty-six feet deep and 200 wide, 
with acentre line thirty feet deep, but fails to 
say bow wide the channel shail be at its great- 
est depth. Newton also says that when Eads 
has obtained a depth of twenty-five feet over 
the bar he will be, according to the terms of 


the contract, entitled to $6,350,000, which in 


Newton's opinion is an exorbitant price for the 
work. These statements of so eminent an 
authority as Gen. Newton have opened the 
eyes of the committee, and a number of Con- 
gressmen and others have joined in the opposi- 
tion to the proposition, so that Mr. Eads is al- 


ready in deeper water than be proposes to put

It is 
reported at Philadelphia that many puddling 
and heating furnaces will also start this week, 
and there are reports that the blowing-in of 
several furnaces will soon increase the make 
of pig-iron. An advance in nails has been et- 
fected, based upon the conclusion that no large 
stocks exist anywhere, and there will be ex- 
tensive building in the spring. It is admitted, 
even by the least sanguine, that the winter 
consumption has been so much larger than 
usual as to indicate an unusdal 


building for the season. In sheet-iron also 
more employment is reported than for any 
previous week this year, and prices are more 
steady. Steel-rail makers do not yet find buy- 
ers of large lots ready to meet their views, but 
signs of improvement in other branches of the 
iron business would soon induce purchasers to 
offer better terms. It Is to be noticed that the 
improvement is more general in the establish- 
ments of kastern States near the coast, though 
marked increase of orders and work is also re- 
ported in Northern Ohio.— Er.

CUNNINGHAM’S FRIENDS CLAIMED TO BE LAN- 
NING A RESCUE. 

Loxpox, Feb. 3.—Considerable excitement 
was produced today by the announcement that 
friends of Cunningham, accused of having 
9 — the explosion at the Tower of London, 

ere already beginning to take steps to rescue 
bim from Clerkenwell Prison. Early this morn- 
ing the police observed a man loitering in the 
vicinity of the prison. They watched his 
movements closely, and finally, when they saw 
him put something in the letter-box of the 
Governor of the prison, arrested him. When 
taken before a magistrate the prisoner said his 
name was Goodyear: that he recently had been 
discharged from a lunatic asylum. The pack- 
age which the prisoner was sven to deposit in 
the Governor’s box was found to be a small 
parcel of paper on which were a number of 
figures, The police declared the prisoner 


was known to them: that he had 
served 11 term of imprisonment; 
and that his testimony in regard 


to himself was false. The Scotland-Yard om- 
cials profess to believe that Goodyear’s action 
in depositing the paper in the box was simply 
a ruse on the part of Cunningham's friends to 
learn what they have to contend with in order 
to effect Cunningham’s release by blowing up 
the front of the prison with dynamite and giv- 
ing the prisoners an opportunity to escape 
during the confusion. . 
THE QUEEN ANXIOUS TO CONTRIBUTE. 

The Queen bas expressed a desire to con- 
tribute from her private purse a sum sufficient 
to supplement and make effective any reward 
which the Government may decide to offer for 
the arrest and conviction ot the criminals 
guilty ot the recent dynamite outrages. The

announcement of this wish on the part of her 


Majesty bas so stimulated popular feeling that 
it is believed the immediate result will be the 
organization of a national fund for the ob- 
ject suggested by the Queen. 
ARREST OF STILL ANOTHER SUSPECT. 

The police this evening made another impor- 
tant arrest in connection with the recent dyna- 
mite explosions. The prisoner was pursued 
several days, and was finally run down by 
Police Inspectors Jarvis and Aberline, who 
have been conducting the prosecution against 
It ig believed the man now 
under arrest was an accomplice of Cunnine- 


ham. The brown box which was pur- 
chased in Whitechapel and substi- 
tuted for Cunningbam’s brown trunk 
in his tt street lodgings, 


and which mysteriously disappeared from his 
rooms in Scarboro street immediately after the 
explosions, was found in the possession of the 
man arrested this evening. The prisoner was 
discovered hiding in Whitechapel not far from 
the lodgings last occupied by Cunningham. It 
is said the police tound in the prisoner's pos- 
session, besides the brown box, other evidence 
of a very important nature and all the neces- 
sary means of establisumg his identity. He 
will be arraigned at Bow Street Police Court 
tomorrow. 
MORE THREATS. 

William Whitely’s premises, at Westbourne 
Grove, Lopdon, have been threatened. A let-

A SCARE IN PITTSBURG. 
ALLEGED EXISTENCE OF AN ORGANIZED BAND 
OF PEACE-DISTUBERS. 

Prrrsnund. Pa., Feb. 3.—The publication of 
a lengthy article this afternoon, in hich it 
was asserted that there was an organization of 
dynamiters in this city who were armed and 
waiting for a pretext fer an outbreak, created 
great excitement among the timid and consid- 
erable alarm. ‘The story as published is as fol- 
lows: 

“ Within the last two weeks information bas 
been obtained, piece by piece, which shows 
that here In Pittsburg there is a smoldering 
volcano ready to break forth at any propitious 
moment. This information is to the effect 
that the dynamiters are armed, supplied with 
explosives, and ready to cause an outbreak 
whenever a favorable opportunity presents. 
For several months a Russian and two English 
spies have been at work in Pittsburg and 
vicinity endeavoring to learn who are in sym- 
pathy bere with the Irish dynamiters. Pitts- 
burg for a long time has been a source of large 
revenue to the dynamiters. Men, milis, and 
mines who believe in the doctrine of annihila- 
tion have been liberal donors for the cause. 
Not from these men alone have donations to 
the Socialist cause been received. At least two 
men who are famous the country over, 
and who are worth millions of dollars, have 
furnished money in considerable sums. 
One Pittsburg millionaire referred to, it is 
said pot only has furnished money to English 
and neh Radicals, but also to German Ex- 
treme Liberals, who used the funds in the Ger- 
man Reichstag elections, He evidently did not 
intend his money to go into the dynamite 
branch of polities, but a portion of it bas 
drifted there nevertheless, for it has gone from 
the bands of one branch of the Extremists to 
the other. 

„There are at this moment several thousand 
men in this country who would not stop at any- 
thing which would carry out their ideas of the 
right of the poor men to the possessions of the 
rich. There has been no hesitation on 
their part to talk openly in meetings 
and the press. These men have gath- 
ered kindred spirits from Chicago, from the 
Hocking Valley, and from the anthracite and 
bituminous coal mines in the Western part of 
the State. These men have been drifting into 
the city singly and by pairs for a month or 
more. They have come here, they say, for 
work, but in reality to take a hand in any 
movement to plunder and revolt against the 
law that may be organized. Within the last 
three weeks from 1,000 to 1,500 guns and revol- 
vers have been received by men in this city. 
Some come with money from Canada, others 
from Western points, and some from Eastern 
cities. These arms have been put into the 
hands only of those who can be relied upon. 
In addi to these arms a large quantity of 
dynamite has been obtained by the revolution 
ists. Some of this, was brought from other 
points, and some made here by men who are 
not doing this sort of work for the first time. 
This dynamite is stored in two or three secret 
magazines which are only known to the lead-

THE AMERICAN CONGRESS. 
THE RESOLUTION CALLING UPON THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT FOR INFORMATION TABLED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—Representatives 
Eaton, Lamb, and Rice, the sub-committee of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, have made 
a report to the full commiteee on the resolu- 
tions recently referred to them, calling upon 
the Secretary’of State for such information as 
he might have relative to the connection of 
any American citizen dr citizens with the ex- 
plosions in London. The sub-committee, while 
it viewed the use of dynamite with abborrence, 
held that, to adopt resolutions of the character 
referred to, would be an acknowledgment that 
citizens of the United States were parties to a 
conspiracy against England and connected 
with the recent explosions in London. It is be- 
lieved that Congress ought not to assume such 
a position. The resolutions were tabled. The 
sudject, in another form, will be considered 


again at the meeting of the committee next 
Thursday. 


HOW DYNAMITE IS MADE. 
ANYBODY CAN MIX THE INFERNAL 8STUFF— 

TALK WITH A MAN WHO HAS HANDLED A LOT 

OF IT. 

Probably no man in Chicago has hand!ed 
more dynamite than Mr. M. Bennett, and yet 
it would make him very angry if he were 
classed as a “‘dynamiter.” Mr. Bennett is an 
expert, who represents in the Northwest the 
Judson and the Giant Powder Company, which 
employs seventy-five men at its mill four miles 
from the Village of Rustic, N. J., and 100 men 
a few miles from San Francisco. Upon his re- 
turn from the Chieago & Alton stone-quarries 
yesterday, where had been to make some 
further experiments in dynamic blasting, a 

‘TRIBUNE reporter had a talk with him. 

Dynamite is made of glycerife-oil and nitric 
acid mixed in sawdust. A boy can make it and 
there is no jaw to prevent it, por is there a law 
restricting the sale of it. You may send your 
office-bey or servant-girl for a few pounds and 
no questions will be asked. The sale of opium 
and poisons are restricted, but dynamite, the 
greatest and most terrible destructive en- 
gine of the nineteenth century, may be 
bought by any one at 36 cents per pound. 
The wet sawdust on a saloon floor is so pre 
cisely like dynamite that even I could not tell 
the difference until I tasted it—the glycerine 
imparts a sweet flavor to it. Dynamite may be 
made out of a hundred and one dif- 
ferent things, such as sulphur, salt- 
petre, and _ brimstone, Generally, how- 
ever, glycerine and nitric acid, which we call 
nitro-glycerine, are mixed with such an ab- 
sorbent as wood-pulp or sawdust; this is done 
to enable its safe handling and transportation. 
The color of dynamite is the color of sawdust, 
and that of course depends upon the color and 
nature of the wood. 

“ The word dynamite covers the whole cate- 
gory of explosives, such as giant-powder and 
nitro-glycerine. Gun-cotton is similar, except 
that cotton is used as the absorbent instead of 
sawdust or pulp. 

It placed in water it will sink almost as rapid- 
ly as lead. I should say, however, that giant- 
powder is much darker than the other dyna- 
mites, for the reason fhat instead of saw- 
dust we use pulverized ‘candile-coal’ dust 
imported from France and very gassy. 
Dynamite is worth from 36 cents to 75 cents 
a pound, That which is very destructive is 
worth 60 cents to 75 cents, and is used for sub- 
marine blasting and heading tunnels. For 
what we call afifty per cent powder, we take 
fifty pounds of sawdust and add fifty pounds 
of nitro-glycerine oil; and tor what we call 
gelatine, which is very destructive, we take 
ninety pounds of oil to ten pounds of absorb- 
ent, generally sawdust. There is very little, 
if any, dynamite imported from or exported to 
Europe for the reason that an idiot can com- 
pound it. We do send a few schooners to old 
Mexico and to the Republics of South America, 
but none is sent from here to England, as a 
man can make it in his bedroom in a few min- 
utes. For ordinary purposes dynamite is put 
up in cartridges eight inches long and from 
three-quarters of an inch to four inches in di- 
ameter. These cartridges are made of heavy 
brown paper, and when filled the ends are folded 
and the cartridge dipped in paraffine oil to keep 
it air and water tight. You may place a few 
grains upon an anvil and explode it by a blow 
from a hammer. I have known premature 
Dlasts to occur where a pick or siedge has 
struck it inadvertently. It is not used in col- 
lieries, because it would shatter the coal and 
pulverize it. Instone quarries, iron mines, 
and in tunneling it is used daily, and there are 
thousands of men manufacturing it and tens 
of thousands bourly handling it. I tried to 
get my life insured two years ago, but no com- 
pany would take the risk, and I don’t know a 
single man in my line who is insured. Less 
than half an ounce will throw a sixty-pound 
bombsbeli over 1,000 feet and two pounds will 
blow a ten-ton rock to atoms. The heaviest 
blast I ever saw wasin a limestone quarry in 

ont At Pa., when 30,000 pounds were touched 


off. A friend of mine experimented with sev- 
eral things very successfully. On his job of 
work he had a very refractory mule 
which was so stupid that he was 
about to give it away, when he 
thought he would try afew grains of dyna- 
mite on the animal. He must have used too 
much, for pothing more was ever seen of the 
mule. He used a three-quarter-pound cart- 
ridge, which retails at about 65 cents. A 4x8 
cartridge contains about five and one-quarter 
pounds, but the medium size is IMK x8, and con- 
tains about eight ounces. 

“IT might place a pound of common gun- 
powder on this carpet, apply a fuse, and there 
would only bea flash and puff, but if I placed 
the same quantity of dynamite there and 
touched it off it would shatter this room and 
the entire basement and foundation, for dyna- 
mite strikes downward. Unlike gunpowder, 
which to forcibly explode must be confined, 
dynamite may be placed on the surface of the 
sidewalk or in any unconfinea place and it is 
ready for work. There is one compound, how- 
ever, that is more. terrible than dynamite, be- 
cause you can impfison more explosive force 


in given quantities. This is fulminate 
of. mercury, and 1 think that it 
was this agent that was used to 


blow up the English Houses of Parliament. It 
looks very much like fine, white flour, and is 
worth 81 an ounce. Soexplosive is it that a 
flip of the finger or a tap of your pencil will do 
the business.“ 

Have you ever been approached profes- 
sionally by professed dynamiters?” 

No, and it wouldn't do them any good if I 
were. I don't believe that O Donovan-HRossa 
himself had anything to do with the recent ex- 
plosions. He is a blowhard seeking notoriety. 
J was once shown an infernal! machine which 
was made here in Chicago, and a dreadful con- 
trivance it was. For these machines they use 


corrosive acids instead of fuses, as the 
latter make a tell-tale smoke while 
the former do not. ] saw the 
machine that the Public-Library thief 


Talbut, or Funk, constructed, and | am satisfied 
that he is a novice in the line, because he had 
removed the powder and ball from the cartridge, 
which simply contained a little cap. This was 
not of suflicient force to explode the dynamite. 
Doubtiess bis idea was that when in search of 
the stolen books any one would force open the 
box the nail would let down the cock and cause 
an explosion which would have killed every- 
body near it. He had filed away the notch of 
the trigger to facilitate the explosion. If the 
powder and ball had not been removed from 
the cartridge the man who opened the box 
‘would now. be in his grave.“

A SAD DEATH. 
A YOUTH SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE. 

BERLIN, Feb. 3.—I[Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to Tribune.}—Harry Kreismann, the only 
chiléof the Consul-General who represented 
America sixteen years ago in Berlin, died last 
night at Bonn under sad circumstances. The 
young man, who was 18 years old, was study- 
ing law at the university, and had re- 
turned home from an academic festivity. He 
wert to bed and forgot to extinguish the candle, 
which fell, setting fire to the carpet and to the 
curtains of the bed. The smoke suffocated 
him. Passers-by seeing the fire entered the 
house and found bim already dead. The feel- 
ing for the family is general, and is one oi the 
dee nest sympathy. The father received the 
news in his club among merry friends. Young 
Kreismann, who possessed extraordinary 
juvenile beauty, was considered a genius. 


WAR IN AFRICA. 
A BATTLE BETWEEN NATIVES AND GERMANS— 
MANY KILLED ON BOTH SIDES. 

LONDON, Feb. 3.— Advices from the Cameroons 
state that Dec. 18 two German men-of-war ar- 
rived at the mouth of the river, and 20th the 
steamers Fan and Dualla, which belong to Ger- 
man firms, towed launches containing 
300 fully armed men up the / river to 
Hickory. Upon reaching there ‘the Ger- 
man troops opened fire upon the 
natives, who gathered and returned it. The 
Germans landed and set fire to the houses of 
the village. The Chiefs at Fosatown, on the 
opposit side of the river, thereupon seized 
Woermann’s factory and threatened to kill Sub- 
Agent Pontanics if any of the inhabitants of 
Fosstown were killed. Other German agents, 
evidently forewarned, bad left Cameroons and 
joined the invaders. On hearing of the seizure 
of Pontanics the boats attacked Fosstown, the 


natives returning the fire until the 
Germans landed. Many of the latter were 
killed, The Germans were obliged to 


retire, but, being reinforced, again charged, 
and drove the natives from the town, the Chief, 
Calaber Joss, being killed in the encounter. 
The natives beheaded Pontanics, carried his 
head through the town on a pole, and retired 
to the bush. The Germans set fire to the town 
and retired. Hamilton’s English factory was 
destroyed by a shell and the agent injured. 
Another factory was damaged, and the agent 
was compelled to take refuge on a hulk in the 
river ana nerrowly escaped with his life. The 
Germans next day occupied Cameroons. Ger- 
man traders searched all English ships, osten- 
sibly for the two Fosstown Chiefs who escaped 
in the bush. The German vessel Aaler com- 
pleted the destruction of Hickory. 

The Baptist Mission Station, erected at great 
cost, was destroyed by fire. The missionaries 
complain bitterly because they were not 
warned. Many women and children were killed. 
The number of natives killed is not known 
as all were carried into the bush. The natives 
now trade only with the English. It is feared 
that the Germans, who accuse the English of 
using undue influence, will drive the Engüsh 
traders away. The action of the Germans in 
making the attack without declaring war and 
searching British ships in really neutral terri- 
tory, Germany having annexed only the Foss- 
town side of the river, is considered a flagrant 
violation of international law. 


AN ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE. 

A BRITISH PAPER'S VIEWS ON A POLITICAL 
ALLIANCE BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
AND ENGLAND. 


Lonpow, Feb. 38.—The leader in this even- 
ing s Pall Mail Gazette advocating a political 
alliance between Great Bi itain and the United 
States attracts attention. The American Re- 
public, the Gazette says, now at last is begin- 
ning to have a foreign policy. The doctrine of 
complete isolation so long maintained by 
American statesmen has perished. Minis- 
ter Kasson’s presence and activity in 
the Berlin conference on the Congo ques- 


tion must be taken as a “portent of 
things to come. America will continue 
to exert great and increasing influence 


in the work of pacitying Africa. The repub- 
lie wilt ere long claim admittance into the 
European Areopagus whenever dealing with 
questions pertaining to interests outside of the 
boundaries of the European continent, Eu- 
giand’s duty, therefore, is to make the most of 
this great fact. Biood is thicker than water. 
The United States is Engiand’s natural ally. 
After the federation of the British Empire 
there will remain for British statesmen no task 
comparable in importance to that oi the con- 
clusion of an alliance between Great Britain 
and the great Republic which sprung from En- 
giand’s loins. This alliance, the article con- 
cludes, will be as close and useful to the two 
great English-speaking peoples as that between 
Austria and Germany. 


THE FRANCO-CHINESE WAR. 
A FRENOH VICTORY NEAR KELUNG—OCOURBET'S 
ACCOUNT. 

Panis, Feb. 3.—Admiral Courbet telegraphs 
to the War Office today that the Frence forces, 
after a severe fight, carried the Chinese works 
commanding the Kelung mines. Admiral 
Courbet gives the following account of the 
battle: 

“Jan. 25, with 1,500 men and four guns, we 
moved upon the enemy's position and carried 
several of the works which menaced our posi- 
tion on the southeast. We stopped half a 
league from our works and 600 meters from a 
strongly-fortified plateau. As soon as our 
troops rested we continued the advance. The 
enemy made a vigorous resistance. Their 
musketry fire was very effective. Our soldiers 
displayed great dash. Two officers and seven 
men were killed and fifty-three were wounded 


during the engagement.

THE ARMSTRONG INQUEST. 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.—The inquest in the case of 
Capt. Armstrong of the bark Wellington, who 
was killed by his crew, was resumed at 
Plymouth this afternoon. Surgical testimony 
was given to the effect that Armstrong's skull 
was fractured in three places, and the fractures 
were sufficient to cause death.

REBELLIOUS OADETS. 


Ten Students of Highland Military 
Academy Send an Ultimatum to the 
Principal, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Feb. 8.—[Special.]|—Just 
after the close of the summer term of the 

Highland Military Academy in this city last 


June two of. its graduating cadets— 
Frederick G. McNally of Chicago and 
Henry W. Walling of Detroit—eloped 


to New Rochelle, N. Y., and were married to 
two young ladies whese acquaintance they had 
made during their afternoon leaves of absence 
from the academy. The boys were aged re- 
spectively 16 and 19 and the girls 16 and 18. 
Other cadets abused they privileges by 
visiting saloons, and at the begin- 
ning of the present school year Princi- 
pal Metcalf decided not to allow the cadets 
to visit the city unless accompanied by a mem- 
ber of the faculty. The boys were restive un- 
der these orders, and often applied in vain to 
have it rescinded. Finally Saturday ten of them 
left the school without permission and went to 
the neighboring Town of Millbury, where they 
remaiped over Sunday. Yesterday they re- 
turned to the city and put up ata hotel, send- 
ing word to the Principal that they would come 
back if their old pivileges were restored 
and they were allowed to visit the skating-rink 
and certain billiard-rooms on the afternoons 
out. If these privileges were granted wey 
agreed to give up anyoneof their number 
caugbt drinking or smoking. They informed 
the Principal that they had solemnly sworn not 
to return until they had gained their point, and 
then not if any one of their number was ex- 
pelled or degraded from his military rank. The 
‘Principal declined to treat with the rebels, but 
notified their parents by telegraph. The Prin- 
cipal at first tried to have the police arrest and 
return the boys to school, but they declined to 
act without a warraut, and the boys took legal 
advice and found the Principal could not 
swear out a warrant unless they committed 
some breach of the peace.

Chicago Roads Still Claim to Be Main- 
taining East-Bound Freight-Rates. 
The Chicago Committee of East-Bound 

Freight Traffic held its regular semi-monthly 
meeting yesterday at the office of Joint Agent 
T. C. Moore. East-bound freight-rates were 
informally discussed. The representatives of 
the various roads claimed that they were tak- 
ing no business for less than tariff rates. The 
representative of the Chicago & Atlantic em- 
phaticaily denied that his road bad been taking 
business for less than tariff rates since rates 
were advanced a week ago, Little, if any, 
new business is being contracted ror, as ship- 
pers here refuse to pay tariff rates when & five- 
cent lower rate is made from all other Western 
points. Grain is being billed flat on the basis 
of 20 cents per 100 pounds from all Western 
and Southwestern points (except Chicago), 
and, of course, the Chi roads will be com- 
pelled to take business at the same rates as 
soon as they have oars to transport it, as they 
cannot afford to lie idle and again allow all the 
business to be diverted from Chicago. 


The East-Bound Passenger-Rate War. 

The Niagara Falls Short Line yesterday 
morning restored its east-bound passenger 
rates to $12 first class and $9 second class, Chi- 
cago and New York. This is the rate now 
charged by all the other lines. Mr. Whitman, 
General Western Agent of the Short Line, says 
that, while his line was conceded a differential 
rate of $1.50 on first class, and while be thinks 
the rate should be $1.50 less by his line than by 
the Michigan Central, yet to prevent further 
demoralization of rates it had decided that, 
pending the meeting of General Passenger 
Agents of the various east-bound roads in this 
city tomorrow, to waive its right to chargé 
a differential rate of $1.50. If the meeting to- 
morrow succeeds in making an amicabie ar- 
rangement regarding the payment of commis- 
sions to scalpers and others, rates will no doubt 
be advanced, though, in view of the fight be- 
tween the Eastern trunk lines, they are not 
likely to be made more than $18 to New York 
by the first-class roads and $16.50 by the sec- 
ond-class roads. Should the meeting, how- 
ever, fail to come to an understanding, nothing 
can prevent a complete demoralization of 
east-bound rates. 


Mr. Kimbark Makes Further Argu- 
ments in Favor of Changing the Law 
Regulating Railroad Rates in Illi- 
nois.

Steel Railroad Sleepers. 

New York Herald: We recently directed at- 
tention to the action of the Bessemer steel 
ring in buying up the patents of the 
“ basic” steel process, by which a mild steel of 
excellent quality can be made at a low cost 
from otherwise worthless ores, and in refusing 
to allow them to be used. One of the chief 
uses for this steel in Europe is in the manufact- 
are of steel railway sleepers. Though the first 
cost is greater than that of wooden sleepers, 
their durability makes them in the end the 
cheaper article. The Iron Age says: 

It must not be forgotten that the cost of the lay- 
ing and relaying of wooden sleepers represents in 
the maintenance of railways an item almost equal 
to the original outlay for the sleepers themselves, 
even without taking into account the inconvenience 
of having to break up the line now and then. Sup- 
posing an old steel sleeper to cost five times as

THE SEIDLE CASE. 

SERGT. PATTON ON TRIAL FOR ASSAULT. 

The trial of Police-Sergt. William Patton for 
alleged criminal assault on Martha Seidle Dec. 
1 drew to Judge Gary's court yesterday a large 
audiencg, which included friends and acquaint- 
ances of Patton, many members of the police 
force, and about 200 loafers, whose morbid cu- 
riosity dragged them out of their haunts to 
spend the day in court. Sergt. Patton was 
represeated by Luther Laflin Mills and George 
C. Ingham, and the case was prosecuted by 
State-Attorney Grinnell, assisted by Frank 
Walker and Mr. Furthman. George M. Sloan, 
the Socialist, sat at the right of the 
State-Attorney and took great interest in 
the proceedings. He defended Martha Seidle 
in the police court. At 1 o'clock the following 
jury had been chosen: H. N. Wheeler, R. B. 
Henry. J. A. Nichols, J. F. Methven, B. G. 
Robinson, George B. Bent, H. N. Boice, W. 8. 
Payne, D. Mapes, William Hulin, W. S. Abbott, 
G. L. Tilton. 

The IT-year-old accuser was at the County 
Hospital when the trial began, and she was 
brought into court after the jury had been se- 
lected. The girl looked pale thin and she 
was steadied to the witness-ohair by her moth- 
er. She can talk only German. The witness 
told her story in a subdued and timid tone of 
voice. She identified Patton and accused him 
of outraging her at the police station. She 
also accused Detective Dewald of bandling her 
roughly when she returned to the station from 
swearing out the warrant for Patton's arrest. 
She said he threw her down the steps and told 
her she deserved a great deal of iliusage 
for bringing Officer Patton into such trouble. 
She was born in Dresden in 1867, and left that 
city two years ago because her stepfather was 
eruel to her, and by the advice of her mother. 
Two days she roomed in a hotel opposit Castie 
Garden, and then served in the family of Mrs. 
Haatz in New York seven months. She moved 
from the city to Charleston, W. Va., with a fam- 
ily who paid her nothing after working for 
them one month, and she started for Chicago 
alone. She had written to ber mother in the 
meantime to come to America, and she was 
living at No. 58 Ontario street when the girl 
arrived in this city. The witness worked for 
Mrs. Haas in Highland Park until she bad 
earned $8. She left thc re because, as she said, 
the woman cheated her out of her wages. 
She worked a few days for George F. Biankie, 
a Lake View lawyer, but left because the 
work was too hard. Then she made cloaks 
with her mother until she got work with 
Next came the trouble about 
the ring which she took from that woman, and 
she went to Milwaukee. Mr. Mills with great 
pains and cunning drew from the ‘gir! this ac- 
count of ber wanderings with a view to getting 
statements from her that will coincide with the 
looseness of character the police intend to as- 
cribe to ber discredit. The jury were kept to- 
gether for the night, and the trial will be re- 
sumed with the bearing of other witnesses 
this morning. 


THE SALVATION ARMY 
PREPARING TO MOVE ON CHICAGO, 

Little did I think a week ago, said Capt. 
William Evans of the Salvation Army yester- 
day, that I would be sent to Chicago 80 soon. 
I was bard at work at Cohoes, N. Y., when the 
dispatch came fromthe American Commis- 
sioner, Maj. Frank Smith, at New York, ‘Go to 
Chicago,’ and here I am.“ 

Capt. Evans is a Welshman, 25 years old. 
He has a light complexion, light hair, eyes, and 
whiskers. He wears a military overcoat and 
walks with the erect bearing of a soldier. He 
is small of stature, but manly and athletic, and 
has a remarkably masculine and determined 
voice. He is quiet and amiable in his mauner, 
but has the air of a man who feels that he has 
a powerful organization at his back and who 
means business. 

“Do you belong to Gen. Booth's simon-pure 
Salvation Army, or are you a seceder, or a sort 
of Christian army’ manu?“ 

J belong to the Salvation Army of which 


the Rev. William Booth of London is the Gen- 
erai, and which will be twenty years old next 
July.”’ 
Why bas the army never invaded Chicago 
before?“ 

“Not, I assure you, because it has been 
overlooked. I know that this great city has 
been lying very close to Gen. Booth’s heurt for 
along time. In a great meeting beld in Lon- 
don last October he made a Very feeling refer- 
ence to the great city on the American prairies 
with 600,000 inhabitants and thirteen theatres 
open every Sunday. He has wanted to start a 
work here for along time. But, you see, it is 
not economical for the army to begin work at 
several remote points at the same time. In 
that case they would lose their esprit de corps 
and be unable to come to each other’s as- 
sistance and concentrate from time to time 
for special purposes. It is the policy of the 
organization to spread from one place to an- 
other until it takes in the whole country. Our 
superior officerg@jhbave made up their minds 
that the work ch was begun at New York 
five years ago bas now spread, in that way. to 
Chicago, Consequently, we mean to open up 
here within two weeks from next Sunday. I 
am here to look up suitable quarvers for the 
army, and will be joined in afew days by Maj. 
Smith.“ 

How many ranks are there in your army?“ 

„Well, first there is Gen. Booth, who is the 
Commander-in-Chief. Then there is a Commis- 
sioner, with the rank of Major, for every coun. 
try, and ih some countries there are several. 
Thus there twelve in Great Britain and Ire- 
land and two in the United States—one in New 
York and one in California. Then there is one 
each for Canada, Australia, India, France, 
Switzerland. New Zealand, and Africa. Then 
come the Division Commanders, with the rank 
of Captain. These in this country generally 
take the supervision of one State, and some- 
times of more than one State. Thus under 
Maj. Smitb there are six Division Captains in 
command of the States of New York, Connect. 
cut, New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Maine, 
West Virginia, and Michigan. I have just been 
appointed the Division Commander of Iliinois. 
Next in order come the Commanders ot 
Corps, who likewise bare the rank of 
Captain. Each of them is put in command. of 
some place of meeting, and of the parades end 
street-preaching in connection with it. Under 
him, as assistants, there are Lieutenants, Ser- 
geants, Corporals, and cadets. We have now 
inthe United States 150 Officcors and about 
eighty corps, the meeting-places of which are 
cailed stations. 

* When you determine to move on a city, 
how do you proceed?” . 

First, a Captain, a Lieutenant, and a cadet, 
who have been trained at some other station, 
are sent. They open up a meeting, make con- 
verts, and institute parades and street serv- 
ices, and fill the ranks of the corps trom the 
converts.

The other six 
meetings will be preceded by a parade and 
street exercises, with uniforms, banners, musi- 
cal instruments, and army songs. The day- 
time will be devoted to visiting the converts at 
their homes. 

What can you say concerning the seces- 
sion from your ranks at the Rast? 

There has been no secession of any ac- 

count except that which took place last No- 
vember under the lead of Maj. Thomas E. 
Moore, who was then the American Commis 
sioner, and who was succeeded at that time by 
Maj. Smith. The cause of the secession was 
not, as some suppose, that Gen. Booth would 
not consent that Americans should hold office.

THE “FARMING WORLD.” 
EFFORTS OF A REPORTER TO ANSWER A Con- 

RESPONDENT'S QUESTION CONCERNING ITS 

TRUE CHARACTER. 

A correspondent draws the attention of THE 
TRIBUNE to the continued and successful 
operation of the Farming World premium 
game, and asks: Can the operator not be 
held liable for using the United States mails for 
illegal purposes?” Probably not, though if 
the post-office inspectors inquired into the 
scheme the result might be that the Farming 
World mail would be stopped, and that would 
be an end of the whole business. 

The methods of the Farming World operator 
were described in Tus Trisune of Jan. 23. 
The proprietor of this alleged paper proposes 
to obtain $300,000 worth of advertising—where, 
how, or from whom nobody knows—and out of 
this fund he promises to pay premiums 
ranging from $2 to $5,000 each to 
every person who pays a year's 
subscription to the paper. With a receipt for 
your subscriplion—$l, paid in advance—you 
are also given a “cash premium order for $2, 
the payment of which is largely contingent on 
the accumulation of this big advertising fund. 

One thing promised is that the payment of 
orders shall de made as fast as the fund out 
of which they are to be paid accumulates."" 4 
TRIBUNE reporter called yesterday at the 
Farming World office, which just now bappens 
to be Room 58, Merchants’ Building, intending 
to present an order for payment and find out 
bow fast the fund was accumulating. The 
whole business of the Farming World seems to 
consist in mailing gauzy circulars and receiy- 
ing country subscriptions. Half a dozen girls 
are employed folding and preparing circulars 
for the mail, and the proprietor—or treasur- 
er.“ as he appropriately calls himself—Mr. K. 
Turner, is kept busy opening his mail and 
stowing away the dollars showered on him by 
gullible Grangers. This is the whole staff. 

‘The interview was brief. Mr. Turner, in 
terms more emphatic than polite, positively 
declined to give Taz Tripune any informa- 
tion Whatever. If Mr. Turner thinks that his 
business will not bear even the superficial in- 
vestigation of a reporter—whose only desire 
was to give the public Mr. Turner’s own ver- 
sion of his case—it is but natural that his 
operations should be thus, for the second time, 
called in question. Perhaps Inspector Dan 
Ray may invite Mr. Turner to rise and explain.

DR. MILLER OF OMAHA. 
SOMETHING ABOUT PROSPECTIVE CABINET OF- 
FICERS—HIGH LICENSE IN NEBASKA. 

Dr. G. F. Miller of the Omaha Herald was at 
the Pacific yesterday en route for New York, 
where his mission will doubtiess be political, 
altnough he putin a mild denial to such an 
impeachment. As the doctor’s name figures 
in several of the latest and most approved 
slates for a Cabinet position, the talk naturally 
drifted into that channel He bad good reasons 
for believing that some strong influences had 
had been brought to bear on Gov.

York would be the man. He understood that 
Mr. Tilden strongly favored Whitney, although 
he was of course making no personal effort 
that way. 

It is said that Towa, Nebraska, Kansas, and 
Missouri are united in favor of Dr. Miller of 
Omaha. Is it correct?“ 

„Well, hardly, g0 far as Missouri is con- 
cerned, as that State is supposed to support 
her own mao. The movement in Iowa favor- 
ing Judge Kinne, however, bas ended at the 
Judge's request, and in Kansas both Gov. 
Glick and Gen. Blair have given up all idea of 
a place.”’ 

Relative to the term of hare-brained

The West Division Railway Company paid 
$2,693 to the City Collector yesterday, this be- 
ing their license fee for the quarter ending Jan. 
81. The cars made 257,732 trips. 


The West Town Collector turned over $35,000 


to the City Treasurer yesterday, making $60,000 
so far. The South Town Collector has paid in 
$350,000. Collector Dwyer of the North Town,

City-Collector Onahan is hard at work pre 
paring the annual delinquent list of special 
assessments, which will be turned over to the 
County Treasurer April 1. Yesterday he re- 
ceived the following warrants: Curbing and 
paving West Erie from Ashland avenue to 
Leavitt; Depuyster, from Desplaines to Hal- 
sted; Thirty-first, from Halsted to Pitney court;

IN SPITE OF THE INJUNCTION THERE ARE 

MORE PEOPLE CLAMORING FOR THE PRIZE. 

The injunction issued against the County 
Board by Judge Tuley restraining that body 
from leasing the abstract department to out- 
siders has bad no effect upon politicians of a 
speculative turn of mind. It is said that no 
less than a dozen proposifions for the job that 
Qwerlock, Van Pelt & Co. wanted will be sprung 
upon the County Commissioners as soon as the 
injunction is dissolved, if dissolyed at ail. 
Among other proposals to be entertained 
is one from a  =~syndicate represented 
by ex-County Commissioner Albright, who 
says that his set will raise 


Overlock & Co. one better on their bid of $3,000 
a year, and will pay $4,000. This proposition 
is in turn “ knocked out” by one to be pre- 
sented in the name of a reporter for a morn- 
ing paper who gets a weekly saiary, but who, 
nevertheless, is prepared to pay the County 
Commissioners $6,000 a year for the same privi- 
lege. His backers in the scheme are not known 
at present, but it will no doubt be discovered 
that ashrewd County Commissioner or two arv 
at the bottom of the scebeme, and that if by 
chance any of the bids are accepted the one 
presegted by the reporter will draw the prize. 

Mr. Overlock writes to say that bis applica- 
tion to the County Commissioners for a lease 
of the abstract books of the Recorder's office 
was toconduct an abstract-office on behalf of 
the county which would prevent extortion by 
outside, irresponsible private concerns and ab- 
stract monopolies. It was not only to save the 
county expense, but to make the department a 
sure annual revenue, and he would file a bond 
to guarantee the public that the transcripts of 
title were correct, as shown by the books now 
in the Reoorder’s office. The $3,000 a year was 
based simply on the use of the books. He 
would also post all transfers, as shown by the 
records, which at present is costing the public 
about $7,000 a year. Under the law the Re- 
corder was not an abstract-maker, and there- 
fore the county could not be held responsibie 
for faulty abstracts.

A few days ago Tae Traiscne, in mention-

plaints to this office. There have been several 
responses, and herewitb are submitted some of 
the complaints: 

Mr. E. A. Sherburne, the attorney, whose 
Office is in the Montauk Block, had this to say 
concerning the “collectors”: About two 
years ago one of my clients, Andrew Molineili, 
who is in the picture-frame and furniture busi- 
ness at No. 209 Superior street, was sued by 
this man Spencer on a judgment purporting 
to have been rendéred against him (Molinelli) 
by J. Charles Haines, when the latter was 
a Justice of the Peace. The claim was held by 
one Adolph Kraus, for whom Spencer was act- 
ing as collector. The suit was brought before 
Justice Cornell at Wilmette. From the fact 
that we were to be dragged into the country I 
suspected that the suit was nota straight one, 
and made inquiries. I found to my surprise 
that the Justice and the collector were even at 
that time doing business under the name of 
— K copie — as they are now.

We appeared in court at the appointed 
hour, but Spencer was not there. The Justice 
informed us that he had seen the plaintiff 
earlier in the day, and that the latter had asked 
to have the case continued.

This, with 
steadier clostng cables, made our later feeling a 
firm one, though New York advices were not par- 
ticularly cheering to holders, as they said that 
there is practically nothing new in the way of ex- 
port business, and that British buyers are all so 
well loaded as to want little more for a good while 
to come. 

Red winter wheat was imactive in store, and 
nearly so on sample lots. 

Corn was more active and again weaker within a 
narrow range of prices. Our receipts were again 
large, so much so as to depress sample offerings, 
and this reacted on futures, while the foreign ad- 
vices were very depressing, one private cable 
quoting a decline of 24 per cental ip Liverpool, with 
March ld less than February,showing that the weak- 
ness is due to the knowledge that very large quan- 
tities are under orders to move towards British 
ports within the next few weeks. The result was 
free selling here. One large operator got rid of 
about 500,000 bu, J. Ball sold 200,000 bu, and Hobbs 
about 100,000 bu, several others joining in with 
smaller quantities. Kammerer was a free buyer 
earty, but changed his tactics whe he saw the 
drift of the current, and Everingham was the other 
principal buyer. There were again a good many 
limited orders to buy for May at sole, which held 
the market from fallmg below that point. It re- 
acted to 304%(c at the lose, being the same as Mon- 
day’s latest, with March Me higher, at 36 ue bid, 
and February ata shade premium. Winter stor- 
age receipts of No. 2 sold at 36@36%c. Free on 
board lots sold at 37@37iec for straight No. 2, with 
the same for straight No. 3, and mostly at e for 
No. 4. 

Oats were strong and quiet. Most of the trans- 
actions were for May delivery, which sold at 3066 
80 Me, closing at the inside. Februarf sold early at 
2é6%ee, advanced to TMe, and closed at 27e, being 
Me higher than Monday. March ranged at 27.66 
27 % and closed at 271 MK e, an advance on Monday's 
closing of e. April sold sparingly at TNG e. 
closing at the outside. The market was bare of 
in-store lots, and No, 2 regular was nominally Te. 
Receipts, 217 cars. The sample market was easier 
and Mee lower, but there was a good demand. 
On-track lots sold at 28½e for No. 3, 290 for No. 2, 
and 30% for No, 2 white. Free on board sales 
were at 28@29\(4c for No. 3, 29'5¢@29%{c for No. 3 
white, 29@29'4c ror No. 2, and 30@3l\4{c for No. 2 
white. The arrivals today are estimated at 155 
cars. 

Rye was inactive all round. Nothing was done 
in futures beyond the changing over of February 
for May delivery at öde premium, and a few sales 
of the latter at 66667 He, the market closing at the 
inside. February was quotable at 616. while 62‘¢ce 
was bid for March. April was nominally 63c. Fresh 
receipts of No. 2 sold at 634¢c, being l4¢c lower than 
Monday. Sales by sample were slow and weaker 
on track lots, selling at 61e for No. 3 and 65\ec for 
No. 2. Free-on- board lots sold at 61@62c¢ for No. 
3 and 65@65\e for No. 2. 

Barley opened slow, but a fair trade was done 
after the prices of low and medium grades had 
veer dtiven down 2@4c. Arrivals, 120cars. Most 
of the samples were of stained and dark lots. The 
market was, in fact, overloaded with medium 
grades of No. 3. Choice grades were somewhat 
scarce, and prices were maintained. Free-on-board 
lots sold at 48@50c for No. 4, 48@67c for No. 3, and 
a car of No.2 sold at 66e. No in-store lots were 
on the market, and No. 2 regular was nominally 65 
@66c. 

Bran was steady with afair supply, but the mar- 
ket was slow. Sales were at $11.25@11.50. Shorts 
sold at $11.75, with one lot of specky at $11.25. 
Middiings ranged at $11.50@12.25. 

Timothy seed was firm at $1.29@1.30 for No. 1 
prime, one lot of choice selling at $1.55. Clover 
was easier consequent on larger offerings, and 
ranged at $4.70@4.8@ for fair to choice, some fine 
lots selling at $4.90. Flax was firm at $1.48, and to 
arrive, while $1.49 was bid for March. 

But slight, if any, improvement was visible in the 
jobbing trade, nor is any decided, increase in busi- 
ness looked for before the latter part of the month. 
There was a very fair movement in groceries, 
prices for which averaged firm. The market for 
dairy products was énly a little less dull than dur- 
ing the previous weck. and prices were without im- 
provement. Dealers in dried fruits were doing a 
fair business, as were also the canned goods and 
fish dealers. Oils were again quoted steady. 

The moderating weather made business on the 
street markets quite lively, and commission-men 
and shippers are hopefully looking forward to a 
brisk trade in the pear future. Beans were firm 
and in moderate supply. Most of the trade was in 
hand-picked mediums and navies, with scarcely 
any inquiry for unpfeked lots. Broom-corn was in 
good demand for choice grades, with limited 
stocks. Common é¢orn was dull and plentiful. 
Cranberries continued slow, the demand seeming 
to be fast dying out. Strictly fresh eggs were a 
littie more plentiful, and prices declined ic. The 
trade for pickled eggs was very dull. They cannot 
be moved, and are consequently hard to sell. The 
demand for game is rapidly failing off, and a de- 
Cline in prices is anticipated, especially as the sup- 
ply continues good. There was a very good de- 
mand for apples, but it was contined to the local 
trade. If the weather continues mild a lively 
shipping trade is looked for. Oranges were in 
moderate inquiry, particularly for choice fruit. 
Lemons went off well, while malaga grapes were 
slow, owing chiefly to the stocks being poor, and 
declined $2.00 per 55-lb kegs. Hay was a trifie 
easier owing to liberal arrivals, and holders had to 
make slight concessions towards the close of the 
markét. Potatoes continued firm for local trade 
only. No shipping was done. Indications of weak 
ness were apparent in the poultry market, but 
prices were unchanged. Vegetables continued in 
good demand, except that there was a falling off in 
the inquiry for cabbage, and this too in the face of 
large fresh supplies. 

The estimates ef receipts in this city for today 
include 155 cars wheat and 470 cars corn. Minne- 
apolis yesterday received 216 cars wheat and Du- 
luth about 50 cars. 

The New York statement of visible supply indi- 
cates that during last week there was an increase 
of 76,000 bu wheat und 927,000 bu corn. Neither 
this nor the Chicago estimate, which we published 
yesterday, should surprise the trade. Corn has 
vet to show the great bulk of its surplus on pas- 
sage towards a consumer, and it will be no wonder 
if out “ visible” of wheat should grow slowly for 
some weeks yet, as the last crop was a large one, 
and a good deal ot winter wheat yet remains in 
farmers’ hands to be brought out when prices are 
suitable to the holder.

The Montreal Produce Bulletin says: ' 
The total exports of wheat, corn, peas, oats, bar- 
ley,and rye from Montreal last year were 9,729,770 bu, 
against 11,678,977 bu for those of the year previous, 
showing a decrease of 1,949,209 bu, the principal 
shrinkage being in wheat and corn. Compared with 
tormer years the decrease in the shipments is 
greater by 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 bu. It is cheering, 
however, to know that the coming season promises 
much better results than those of the last year, as 
large quantities of cereals are held in the interier 
for shipment after the opening of navigation. For 
the first time since the Canadian Northwest has 
been opened, Manitoba will figure prominently as 
an exporter of wheat this year, several millions of 
which will probably be handled here. Although 
the year 1885 commenced with a hereditary taint of 
the business depression born of 1884, signs of im- 
provement are already sufficiently obvious to invest 
the futare with more contidence and revive the 
drooping spirits of those who have suffered most 
by the dull times of the dead year.”’
